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Court  Says  No 
To  Plea  To  Put 
Our  Own  Back

NORFOLK,  VA  —  A  federal 
district  court  has  denied  a  move 
for  a  preliminary  injunction  to  re¬ 
store  “full  distribution  and  open 
display  rights”  for  the  local  les- 
bian/gay  newspaper.  Our  Own,  in 
pubic  libraries  in  neighboring  Vir¬ 
ginia  Beach. 

In  his  ruling  December  19, 
Judge  V.  Calvitt  Clarke  of  the 
Eastern  Virginia  U.S.  District 
Court  said  that  attorneys  for  Our 
Own  had  entered  no  evidence  to 
show  that  the  change  in  treatment 
of  Our  Own  “could  not  have  been 
the  result  of  rational  and  normal 
Library  policies,”  and  that  there¬ 
fore  there  was  no  abridgement  of 
1st  or  14th  amendment  rights. 

The  Unitarian-Universalist  Gay 
Community  or  Norfolk  (UUGC), 
publisher  of  Our  Own  for  the  past 
five  years,  is  suing  the  city  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  Beach  to  regain  full  open 
display  and  distribution  rights  for 
Our  Own  in  the  public  libraries, 
rights  the  UUGC  enjoyed  prior  to 
March  of  1980. 

In  March,  because  of  com¬ 
plaints  made  by  at  least  two  city 
council  members  and  area  reli¬ 
gious  fundamentalists,  City  Man¬ 
ager  Hanbury  ordered  the  suspen¬ 
sion  of  both  the  display  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Our  Own  in  the 
libraries  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7, 
No.  40). 


ommended  to  city  council  that  it 
withdraw  the  distribution  rights 
the  newspaper  had  been  granted  in 
September,  1978.  The  board  also 
recommended  that  one  file  copy 
be  kept  in  each  library,  although  it 
was  not  until  after  a  heated  debate 
between  spokespersons  for  Our 
Own  and  its  opponents  at  a  June 
16  council  meeting,  that  this  was 
allowed  (see  GCN,  Vol.  7, 
No.  48). 

This  single  copy  is  not  on  public 
display  in  the  newspaper  section, 
but  instead  is  filed  in  boxes  with 
other  newsletters. 

Last  week’s  denial  of  the  pre¬ 
liminary  injunction  means  that 
both  the  city  and  the  UUGC  will 
prepare  for  the  full  trial,  set  for 
March  19,  1981. 

UUGC  activist  Jim  Early,  a  for¬ 
mer  editor  of  Our  Own,  told  GCN 
he  is  “extremely  concerned” 
about  the  effect  of  the  decision  on 
the  Virginia  Beach  City  Council, 
adding  that  “the  anti  -Our  Own 
forces  are  going  to  be  encouraged 
and  will  probably  want  to  do 
something  right  away.” 

Early  reported  that  local  media 
quoted  Rev.  Rodney  Bell,  pastor 
of  the  fundamentalist  Tabernacle 
Baptist  Church,  as  saying  that  the 
city  should  move  immediately  and 
finish  the  banning  of  the  paper. 

GCN  was  unable  to  contact  Bell 
before  an  early  holiday  press

Murder  Suspect 


In  Custody  Here

BOSTON  —  A  suspect  has  been 
taken  into  custody  in  connection 
with  the  December  1 1  shooting  in 
which  one  gay  man  was  killed  and 
his  lover  wounded  as  they  sat  in  a 
car  outside  the  restaurant  here 
they  managed  (see  GCN,  Vol.  8, 
No.  23). 

Robin  MacCormack,  liaison 
between  the  Boston  mayor’s  of¬ 
fice  and  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity,  told  GCN  that  29-year- 
old  Richard  Street,  a  onetime 
employee  of  the  restaurant  the 
two  men  managed,  was  arrested  in 
the  afternoon  of  Monday,  Decem¬ 
ber  22,  but  escaped  through  a 
second-story  window  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict  8  police  station  on  Beacon 
Hill. 

Street  was  barefoot  and  had  no 
coat  at  the  time  of  his  escape. 

The  suspect  was  arrested  late 
that  evening  in  Newton,  Ma., 
when  he  refused  to  pay  for  gaso¬ 
line  at  a  service  station  he  had 
driven  into  in  a  stolen  car. 

As  of  GCN  press  time.  Street 
was  still  in  custody  in  Newton, 


where  he  had  been  arraigned  on 
charges  of  auto  theft,  but  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  brought  to  Boston 
sometime  on  Tuesday,  December 
23  for  arraignment  on  charges  of 
first  degree  murder  and  assault 
with  a  deadly  weapon. 

MacCormack  told  GCN  Street 
had  been  suspected  of  the  shoot¬ 
ing  almost  from  the  beginning.  He 
declined  to  elaborate. 

Street  has  reportedly  made  no 
statement  on  the  shooting,  and 
police  have  not  suggested  a  pos¬ 
sible  motive. 

Police  describe  the  suspect  as  a 
“drifter,”  with  no  known  ad¬ 
dress,  but  believe  he  may  have 
lived  in  West  Springfield,  Mass. 

Mark  Robinson  and  his  lover, 
John  Aument,  were  shot  shortly 
after  midnight  on  December  11 
outside  the  C’est  Si  Bon  restau¬ 
rant  in  Boston  as  they  sat  in  their 
parked  car.  Robinson  died  with 
five  bullet  wounds  in  the  head,  but 
Aument,  who  was  shot  in  the  up¬ 
per  part  of  the  body,  has  been 
released  from  the  hospital  in  good 
physical  condition. 
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Lesbian/Gay  Panel  Banned 
In  Minneapolis  Schools

MINNEAPOLIS  —  A  panel  of 
lesbians  and  gay  men  has  been 
prohibited  from  speaking  on  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  issues  in  the  public 
elementary  schools  here,  and  a  ban 
to  exclude  them  from  the  secon¬ 
dary  schools  is  also  being  con¬ 
sidered. 

Minneapolis  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Richard  Green  not  only 
recommended  the  exclusion  of  the 
panel,  but,  according  to  the 
Minneapolis  Tribune,  is  con¬ 
sidering  banning  discussion  of  the 
topic  of  “homosexuality”  from 
the  schools  entirely.  At  the  present 
time,  there  is  no  topic  which  is 
expressly  forbidden. 

Green,  who  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment  by  GCN, 
was  quoted  in  the  Tribune  as  say¬ 
ing,  “It’s  the  question  of  where  we 
draw  the  line  on  discussion  of  per¬ 
sonal  life  styles.  And  I  think  by 
this  presentation  we’ve  gone 
beyond  that  line.” 

However,  the  director  of  sup¬ 
port  services  for  the  Minneapolis 
public  schools,  Betty  Jo  Zander, 
disagrees  with  Green.  Zander  told 
GCN  that  she  supports  inclusion 
of  the  panel,  described  it  as  “a  re¬ 
source  which  is  sorely  needed.” 

The  panel  discusses  such  aspects 
of  gay  and  lesbian  lifestyles  as 
myths  and  stereotypes,  history, 
family  relations,  and  minority 
rights. 

“I  am  upset  by  the  ban,” 
Zander  said.  “I  consider  it  a  civil 
liberties  issue  fand  I  will  continue 
to  advocate  its  inclusion]  intern¬ 
ally.” 

Polly  Kellogg,  the  director  of 
the  Lesbian/Gay  Curriculum 
Project  for  the  Education  Explor- 


panelists,  agreed  with  Zander. 
“We  [the  Center]  handle  social 
issues  and  our  thrust  is  that  this  is  a 
social  issue.” 

The  discussion  began  when  the 
Community  Resource  Volunteers, 
a  support  service  program  which 
finds  speakers  on  various  issues 
and  notifies  teachers  that  the 
speakers  are  available,  listed  the 
lesbian  and  gay  panel  in  its  news¬ 
letter  as  being  available  to 
teachers. 

Reportedly,  when  CRV  sent  the 
newsletter  listing  the  panel  to 
teachers,  complaints  about  its  in¬ 
clusion  began  to  reach  members  of 
the  school  board.  While  the  board 
did  not  name  the  source  of  com¬ 
plaints,  a  source  told  GCN  that  the 
original  complaintant  was  a 
teacher. 

After  the  complaints  began, 
Green  recommended  to  the  school 
board  at  a  meeting  that  the 
proposed  panel  be  banned  from 
the  elementary  schools. 

According  to  the  Tribune,  at 
least  two  board  members,  Philip 
Olson  and  chair  Marilyn  Borea, 
seemed  to  agree  with  Green  that 
the  panel  should  be  banned. 

“I  don’t  believe  in  this  type  of 
thing  in  our  public  schools,”  said 
Olson.  “I  don’t  think  it’s  neces¬ 
sary  for  graduating  a  well-educat¬ 
ed  person  from  the  schools.” 

Green  said  that  he  will  make  his 
recommendations  concerning  a 
possible  ban  from  the  secondary 
schools  in  January. 

As  GCN  goes  to  press,  Green  is 
scheduled  to  meet  with  two  of  the 
panelists,  who  will  discuss  their 
proposed  presentations  and  dem¬ 
onstrate  materials,  including  a 
slide  show,  which  the  Education 


for  use  within  the  schools. 

Discussing  the  need  for  the 
panelists  and  curriculum  within 
the  schools,  Kellogg  told  GCN 
that  games  such  as  “Smear  the 
Queer”  and  anti-gay  slurs  are  be¬ 
coming  more  commonly  used  and 
more  of  a  problem  within  the 
schools. 

According  to  Kellogg,  “They 
[the  pupils]  tease  each  other  [in 
this  way]  far  more  than  they  did  10 
years  ago.  Teachers  are  seeing  a 
need  to  deal  with  this  and  are  call¬ 
ing  the  center  for  materials.” 
However,  no  teachers  have  re¬ 
quested  the  panels  for  their  class¬ 
rooms,  according  to  the  Tribune. 

The  efforts  to  exclude  lesbian 
and  gay  panelists  and  curricula 
from  the  schools  are  seen  by  Kel¬ 
logg  as  “a  huge  infringement  of 
academic  freedom  and  students’ 
rights  to  learn.” 

Jerry  Rogers  of  the  Minneapolis 
Federation  of  Teachers  told  GCN 
that  the  matter  had  beefi  referred 
to  the  union’s  Professional  Poli¬ 
cies  Committee,  a  committee  made 
up  of  teachers  from  the  Minne¬ 
apolis  system. 

Rogers  said  he  was  uncertain  as 
to  whether  the  committee  would 
discuss  the  possibility  that  the 
exclusion  was  an  infringement  of 
academic  freedom.  The  committee 
will  not  meet  to  discuss  the  matter 
until  after  school  reconvenes  in 
January. 

Meanwhile,  Kellogg  told  GCN 
that  she  is  optimistic  that  a  ban  on 
speakers  in  the  secondary  schools 
can  be  avoided.  “Minneapolis  has 
a  high  consciousness  [and]  a  sup¬ 
portive  overall  attitude.  This  is  an 
extremely  liberal  area  [and]  I  think 
we  will  have  success  here.”

Discharged  Sailor  Plans 
Appeal  To  Supreme  Court

SAN  JOSE,  CA  —  Dennis  R. 
Beller,  discharged  from  the  Navy 
as  “unfit”  because  of  his  homo¬ 
sexuality,  has  decided  to  appeal  his 
case  to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 

Beller  was  honorably  discharged 
in  the  spring  of  1976  after  a  back¬ 
ground  check  for  a  top  secret 
security  clearance  revealed  that  the 
17-year  Navy  veteran  not  only  had 
gone  to  gay  bars,  but  was  also 
president  of  a  gay  motorcycle 
club. 

In  October  1980,  the  Ninth  Cir¬ 
cuit  Coult  of  Appeals  upheld  the 
right  or  the  Navy  to  discharge 
Beller  and  two  other  men  solely  be¬ 
cause  of  their  homosexuality  —  on 
the  grounds  that  their  presence  in 
the  military  “would  create  ten¬ 
sions  and  hostilities”  that  would 
“impair  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Navy.” 

The  appeals  court  ruled  that  the 
Navy  need  not  show  a  relationship 
between  sexual  orientation  and  ad¬ 
verse  job  performance  in  order  to 
discharge  lesbians  and  gay  men. 

In  contrast  to  the  California 
ruling,  the  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals 
for  the  District  of  Columbia  in  the 
case  of  Leonard  Matlovich  had 
ordered  the  Air  Force  to  specify 
standards  for  retaining  or  dis¬ 
charging  gays. 

Matlovich’s  recent  settlement 
with  the  Air  Force  does  not  affect 
the  earlier  Appeals  Court  decision, 
and  Beller  told  GCN  the  Matlo¬ 
vich  ruling  was  a  major  factor  in 
his  decision  to  continue  his  appeal 
to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court. 


“It’s  my  last  chance,”  said 
Beller.  “Some  people  feel  that  the 
mood  of  the  country  is  too  con¬ 
servative,  and  that  I  wouldn’t  have 
a  chance  anyway.  But  with  Reagan 
in  there,  if  he  puts  more  con¬ 
servatives  in  on  the  Supreme 
Court,  it’s  going  to  mean  even  less 
of  a  chance.  We’ve  got  to  go 
now.” 

U.S.  Supreme  Court  appeals 
were  a  major  topic  of  discussion  at 
a  late  November  strategy  meeting 
of  lesbian/gay  rights  and  public 
interest  lawyers,  reports  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  attorney  Don  Knutson. 
Sponsored  by  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force,  attorneys  from  across 
the  country  met  in  San  Francisco 
to  plan  a  national  litigation  strat¬ 
egy,  as  well  as  to  assess  the  impact 
of  the  Reagan  election. 

“Most  of  the  lawyers  at  that 
meeting  expressed  some  concern 
on  the  effect  of  appeal  at  this  time 
to  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  on  the 
issue  of  the  constitutionality  of  the 
military  regulations,”  Knutson 
told  GCN.  “But  of  course  it’s 
Beller’s  decision  to  proceed,  as  is 
appropriate.” 

One  attorney  told  GCN  that  a 
negative  ruling  by  the  Supreme 
Court  could  possibly  reverse  pre¬ 
vious  favorable  lower  court  deci¬ 
sions  in  military  as  well  as  other 
lesbian  and  gay  cases. 

Asked  by  GCN  to  explain  his 
decision  to  appeal  in  the  face  of 
the  possible  negative  conse¬ 
quences,  Beller  said,  “There’s 
good  arguments  on  both  sides.  I 
don’t  think  we  have  that  many 


good  gay  laws  that  I  can  do  much 
damage. 

“And  on  the  other  hand,  I 
might  actually  win.” 

Knutson,  legal  director  of  San 
Francisco’s  Gay  Rights  Advo¬ 
cates,  which  is  assisting  in  Beller’s 
appeal,  pointed  out  that  the 
Supreme  Court  takes  very  few 
cases  —  a  hundred  or  so  out  of 
thousands  presented  —  and  that 
the  Justices  “do  not  like  to  em¬ 
broil  themselves  in  issues  that  are 
passionately  dividing  the  country. 

“The  court  has  never  held  a  full 
hearing  on  any  gay  rights  issues,” 
Knutson  continued, 
time  has  come  and  this  is  the  case 
that  it  will  decide.” 

Bruce  Ennis,  national  legal 
director  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union,  pointed  out  that 
the  Supreme  Court  “2-4  years 
from  now  may  be  less  sympathetic 
to  civil  liberties  issues.  According¬ 
ly,  in  close  cases,  when  the  issue  is 
likely  to  arise  again,  we  should 
perhaps  begin  to  take  chances  with 
the  present  court.”

He  lives  with  his 
lover  John,  and  they  celebrated 
their  tenth  anniversary  together 
last  July.

And,  in  a  very 
pragmatic  fashion,  we  must  create  a  well-defined  and 
specific  agenda  which  both  women  and  men  in  the 
movement  will  support  over  and  above  their  dif¬ 
ferences.”

PORTLAND,  OR  —  The  top  buyer  in  the  women’s 
clothing  department  of  a  fashionable  department 
store  here  was  reinstated  after  the  store  discharged 
him  for  failure  to  change  his  “image”  and  “lifestyle.” 

The  Oregon  Gay  Rights  Report,  newsletter  of  the 
Portland  Town  Council,  reports  that  Council  member 
Mike  Sandmeyer  was  reinstated  by  the  store  after  his 
lawyer  demanded  a  written  apology,  back  pay,  $500 
damages,  and  reinstatement,  and  after  Sandmeyer 
himself  had  threatened  a  lesbian  and  gay  boycott  of 
the  store. 

Sandmeyer  told  the  newsletter  that  he  was  fired 
after  he  refused  to  comply  with  demands  by  store 
executives  that  he  cease  frequenting  gay  establish¬ 
ments  and  belonging  to  gay  organizations.  The  store 
also  requested  that  Sandmeyer  bring  female  dates  to 
store  social  functions  or  “functions  where  other  store 
employees  were  likely  to  gather,”  according  to  Sand¬ 
meyer. 

Sandmeyer  said  that  the  day  after  the  demands 
were  made,  in  defiance  of  the  orders,  he  “brought  a 
date”  to  a  buyer’s  lunch  —  “a  male  who  was  seeing 
me  during  this  time.  I  introduced  him  as  my  date  to 
everyone.  Some  people  were  shocked;  others  were  ap¬ 
proving. 

"That  evening  I  was  called  and  told  by  the  store 
manager  that  I  had  quft.  I  said  that  I  was  not  quitting; 
that  they  would  have  to  fire  me  first.  I  went  to  work  the 
next  morning.  They  sefit  me  home  —  took  my  key  and 
my  charge  card.” 

After  his  lawyer’s  demands  and  his  threats  of  a 
boycott,  Sandmeyer  was  reinstated  —  with  a  raise, 
“because  of  my  being  the  top  buyer  in  the  depart¬ 
ment,”  he  told  the  newsletter.  Nonetheless,  a  week 
after  his  reinstatement,  Sandmeyer  resigned  volun¬ 
tarily,  he  said. 


british  lesbian  conference 

LONDON  —  Lesbians  here  are  planning  a  Na¬ 
tional  Lesbian  Feminist  Conference  for  April  1981. 
“We  felt  that  the  conference  should  be  a  celebration 
and  validation  of  our  lesbianism,  to  reassert  our  soli¬ 
darity  and  make  ourselves  visible,”  say  conference 
organizers. 

The  organizers  would  like  the  conference  to  be 
“both  a  festival  and  a  forum;”  they  propose  that 
Saturday  of  the  conference  be  set  aside  for  discus¬ 
sions  and  plenary,  and  Sunday  for  festivities.  “Space 
will  of  course  be  available  on  Sunday  for  lesbians  to 
continue  discussions  from  Saturday,  organise  events, 
etc.,”  they  say  in  a  report  in  Sappho,  Britain’s 
“lesbian-feminist  voice." 

Organizers  are  looking  for  ideas  for  workshops; 
they  would  also  like  to  organize  a  “fares  pool”  and 
want  to  know  what  sort  of  “creches”  (child  care) 
women  want. 

“We  are  making  every  effort  to  make  our  meet¬ 
ings  accessible  to  women  with  disabilities,”  the 
organizers  say.

unifying  the  unifiers 

PHILADELPHIA  —  “Unifying  The  Unifiers  — 
Meeting  the  Challenges  of  The  Future”  was  the  theme 
of  the  second  national  convention  of  the  National 
Coalition  of  Black  Gays,  Inc.,  held  here  during  the 
weekend  of  November  28-30. 

According  to  a  report  in  Chicago  GayLife,  chap¬ 
ter  members  from  Chicago;  Minneapolis;  Norfolk,  Va.; 
Baltimore;  New  York;  Richmond,  Va.;  Washington, 
D.C.;  and  Philadelphia  voted  to  approve  a  number  of 
projects  for  NCBG.  Those  projects  included: 

•  Participation  in  major  black  political  confer¬ 
ences  such  as  the  National  Association  for  the  Ad¬ 
vancement  of  Colored  People  (NAACP),  Operation 
Push,  and  the  National  Black  Political  Agenda  Con¬ 
ference  in  an  effort  to  confront  the  issue  of  homo¬ 
phobia  in  the  black  community. 

•  Seeking  a  meeting  with  President-elect  Ronald 
Reagan  in  1981  to  re-establish  a  working  relationship 
which  had  been  enjoyed  with  the  Jimmy  Carter  admin¬ 
istration  since  1979. 

•  Seeking  support  from  the  Congressional  Black 
Caucus  and  others  for  H.R.  2074,  the  federal  gay/les¬ 
bian  civil  rights  bill,  and  opposition  for  anti-gay  legis¬ 
lation. 

•  Establishing  a  NCBG  National  Women’s  Edu¬ 
cation  Fund  on  Lesbian  Concerns. 

Chapter  representatives  also  adopted  the  nation¬ 
al  bylaws,  voted  on  financial  reports  and  the  national 
budget,  and  elected  an  executive  committee  to  over¬ 
see  corporate  functions  and  to  serve  as  officers  of  the 
national  board  until  gender  parity  is  achieved. 

The  national  board  took  office  at  the  final  ses¬ 
sion  on  Sunday.  The  first  action  ofjhe  board,  com¬ 
posed  of  two  women  and  five  men,  was  to  call  for 
gender  parity  in  its  membership.  The  seven  members 
pledged  to  achieve  equal  representation  of  men  and 
women  by  the  time  of  their  next  meeting  in  March 
1981. 

Representatives  from  the  seven  local  chapters  in 
attendance  proposed  Chicago  as  the  site  of  the  next 
NCBG  national  convention,  according  to  GayLife. 
Boycott  issues  of  non-ratified  ERA  states  will  be  ob¬ 
served,  one  member  told  GayLife,  by  relying  on  local 
community  support  in  Chicago  for  housing  and  food. 
Illinois  has  yet  to  pass  the  Equal  Rights  Amendment. 

It  was  also  proposed  that  the  second  Third  World 
Lesbian/Gay  Conference  be  held  in  Chicago  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  convention.  The  first  Third  World 
conference  was  held  in  October  of  1979  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  National  March  on  Washington  for  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Rights. 

The  second  NCBG  conference  also  included 
workshops  and  presentations  for  representatives. 


was  she  a  she  —  or  wasn’t  she? 

CLEVELAND  —  Stella  Walsh  in  1930  became  the 
first  woman  to  run  100  yards  in  less  than  11  seconds; 
in  1932,  she  became  the  first  woman  to  run  100  meters 
in  the  Olympics  in  11.9  seconds,  a  feat  for  which  she 
won  one  of  her  many  gold  medals. 

But  earlier  this  month,  after  Walsh  was  shot  to 
death  during  an  attempted  robbery,  a  medical  exami¬ 
nation  determined  that  she  “had  male  sex  organs”  — 
a  revelation  which  has  caused  a  furor  here.  Questions 
have  been  raised  as  to  whether  Walsh  is  still  entitled 
to  her  awards;  a  long-estranged  husband  says  he  is 
bewildered;  and  a  longtime  woman  friend  says  many 
people  knew  of  Walsh’s  “birth  defect.” 

The  definitive  determination  of  Walsh’s  sex 
hinges  on  a  chromosome  analysis  ordered  by  the 
Cuyahoga  County  coroner’s  office.  Coroner  Samuel 
Gerber,  described  by  the  Knight-Rider  News  Service 
as  “a  crusty  octogenarian,”  has  said  only  that  “her 
birth  certificate  says  she  was  a  female.  Her  death 
certificate  says  she  was  a  female.” 

A  source  close  to  the  case  told  the  Philadelphia 
Inquirer  that  “there’s  not  a  drop  of  estrogen  [a  female 
hormone]  in  that  body.  No  question  at  all.”  The  source 
is  quoted  as  saying  that  Walsh  had  abnormal  male 
genitalia,  and  no  female  reproductive  organs.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  source  said  Walsh  had  facial  hair  and  was 
baldish. 

Walsh’s  estranged  husband,  Harry  Olson,  who 
was  married  to  Walsh  in  1956  and  lived  with  her  six  or 
eight  weeks,  told  reporters  that  he  only  had  sex  with 
Walsh  “a  couple  of  times,  and  she  wouldn’t  let  me 
have  any  lights  on.”  If,  indeed,  she  were  a  man,  he 
said,  "I  must  have  been  a  hell  of  a  lot  more  naive  than  I 
am  today.”  They  parted  amicably,  he  said. 

Since  the  news  reports  that  Walsh  was  a  man, 
Olson  said,  it  had  occurred  to  him  that  “I  was  probably 
violating  the  law  by  marrying  her. 

“I  don’t  know  what  to  do.” 

A  spokesperson  for  the  U.S.  Olympic  Committee 
said  no  attempts  would  be  made  by  the  United  States 
to  deny  Walsh  the  1932  gold  or  1936  bronze  medals. 

It  would  now  be  impossible  for  a  man  to  compete 
in  the  Olympics  as  a  woman;  since  1968,  females  have 
been  required  to  undergo  chromosome  tests  to  deter¬ 
mine  gender. 


closing  with  a  bang 

BURLINGTON,  VT  —  Northern  Vermont’s  only 
gay  bar,  Charly  B.  Good,  closed  with  a  bang  late  last 
month  when  the  building’s  owner  fired  a  gunshot  into 
the  ceiling  while  trying  to  evict  the  bar’s  proprietors. 

The  bar’s  lease  expired  at  midnight  November 
30;  at  11:30  p.m.,  according  to  reports,  building  owner 
Elena  Camelo  appeared  on  the  premises,  where  a 
farewell  party  was  in  progress,  and  attempted  to 
force  patrons  to  leave  by  waving  a  gun.  She  fired  a 
single  bullet  into  the  bar’s  ceiling;  police  confiscated 
her  .25-caliber  semi-automatic  pistol  and  cited  her  for 
reckless  endangerment  in  the  incident. 

Camelo  is  expected  to  remodel  the  bar  and 
reopen  as  a  straight  restaurant;  however,  her  applica¬ 
tion  fora  liquor  license  is  being  reviewed,  apparently 
as  a  result  of  the  incident. 

A  leaflet  announcing  the  bar’s  closing  calls 
Charly  B.  Good  “an  unusually  friendly  place”  that 
“will  be  missed  by  Vermont’s  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity.” 

The  leaflet  says  that  “a  new  gay  bar  is  rumored 
to  be  in  the  works  for  Burlington,  but  so  far  nothing 
definite  is  known.” 


get  ’em  on  file 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  International  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Association  (ILGA),  which  is  the  American 
regional  liaison  office  of  the  International  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Gay  Women  and  Men  (IGA),  is  discussing  the 
requirements  for  starting  an  abstracting/indexing 
service  of  lesbian  and  gay  publications. 

As  now  envisioned,  the  service  would  collect, 
translate,  abstract,  index  and  disseminate  up-to-date 
human  rights,  social  and  cultural  information  on  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men,  extracted  from  a  range  of  national 
and  foreign  publications.  This  service  would  be 
designed  for  possible  conversion  to  an  automated  in¬ 
formation  retrieval  system. 

Organizers  of  this  project  are  emphasizing  the 
cooperative  nature  of  this  abstracting/indexing 
service,  and  plan  a  decentralized  network  of  ab¬ 
stractors  and  participants  to  maintain  it. 

In  addition  to  filling  a  serious  gap  in  biblio¬ 
graphic  coverage  of  gay  and  lesbian  publications,  the 
objectives  of  this  project  also  include:  forming  an  in¬ 
formational  network  of  American  gay  and  lesbian 
organizations  and  news  publishers;  sharing  an  infor¬ 
mation  data  base  devoted  to  gay  and  lesbian  human 
and  social  rights  with  other  human  rights  organiza¬ 
tions  and  agencies;  and  increasing  public  awareness 
of  human  rights  issues  and  violations  pertaining  to 
gay  men  and  lesbians. 

IGA  was  formed  in  Coventry,  England  in  1978. 
This  non-governmental  association  now  counts  over 
fifty  lesbian  and  gay  member  organizations  in  about 
thirty  countries,  and  monitors  local  and  national  de¬ 
velopments  in  human  rights  relating  to  gay  men  and 
lesbians.  The  American  regional  office  (ILGA)  serves 
first  as  a  clearinghouse  on  IGA  activities  for  Ameri¬ 
can  gay  and  lesbian  organizations,  the  press,  and 
other  groups  or  individuals. 

ILGA  is  also  part  of  the  community  outreach 
program  of  the  Gay  Community  Center  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  Inc.  The  office  has  started  publication 
of  the  quarterly  journal,  Latitudes,  which  includes 
articles  on  human  rights  conditions  of  gay. men  and 
lesbians  throughout  the  world. 

Organizers  of  the  abstracting/indexing  project 
invite  anyone  interested  in  planning  and  implement¬ 
ing  this  service  to  write  to  ILGA.  Individuals  with 
backgrounds  or  experience  in  library  or  information 
science,  data  processing,  indexing,  editing  and  pub¬ 
lishing  are  especially  needed  in  this  project.

Dobkin,  Brown  Call 
Pop  Music 
Anti-Woman 


Resort  Owners

CINCINNATI  —  The  protests 
against  pornographic  and  violent 
displays  such  as  the  one  against 
two  shops  here  are  underscored 
and  possible  inspired  by  the  kind 
of  analyses  of  popular  culture  en¬ 
couraged  by  people  like  Alix  Dob- 
kin  and  Denslow  Brown. 

They  explored  women-hating 
themes  in  pop  music  and  other 
manifestations  of  contempary  cul¬ 
ture  here  a  few  weeks  before 
pickets  demonstrated  against  the 
opening  of  a  store  displaying 
bondage  and  pain  paraphernalia 
(see  GCN  Vol.  8,  No.  22).  ' 

“Rock  and  roll  didn’t  invent” 
negative,  violent  images  of 
women,  Dobkin  told  an  audience 
at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  a 
few  evenings  after  a  concert.  “It’s 
the  worst  offender,  but  (woman-* 
hating)  is  everywhere  —  in  all  the 
media,  all  the  culture. 

“When  girls  grow  up  in  this  cul¬ 
ture,  they’re  presented  with  image 
after  image,  phrase  after  phrase, 
characterization  after  characteri¬ 
zation  that  makes  them  into  some 
sort  of  object  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  making  men  happy,  it’s  going  to 
have  an  effect  on  her  self-image,” 
she  commented. 

“The  basis  of  rock  and  roll  con¬ 
tent,”  she  continued,  “is  woman- 
hating,  while  often  it  presents  itself 
as  woman-loving.  It’s  not  flatter¬ 
ing,  it’s  damaging.  Woman-hating 
is  served  by  themes  of  violence 
used  to  keep  women  in  their  place. 
Generalized  violence,  anti-social 
and  destructive  behavior  is  en¬ 
couraged  by  rock.  It  has  unhealthy 
and  limiting  themes  that  are  bad 
for  everybody,  especially  women. 

“It’s  always  been  true  —  the 
only  thing  new  is  having  an 
analysis  of  it.” 

Dobkin  has  been  a  musician  for 
20  years  and  a  feminist  for  10.  She 
has  three  albums  on  her  own 
Women’s  Wax  Works  label.

SEATTLE  —  The  same  police 
officer  whose  efforts  failed  two 
years  ago  to  remove  lesbians  and 
gay  men  from  this  city’s  anti-dis¬ 
crimination  ordinance  has  recently 
abandoned  a  petition  drive  for 
what  one  activist  here  describes  as 
a  broadly  anti-sex  initiative. 

Seattle  police  officer  David 
Estes  announced  on  Dec.  17  in  a 
letter  to  the  Washington  state  at¬ 
torney  general  that  he  will  not 
carry  through  with  plans  to  submit 
the  123,000  signatures  needed  to 
have  his  initiative  introduced  in 
the  Washington  legislature  and 
placed  on  the  ballot  in  the  next 
general  election. 

Initiative  73  would  have  pro¬ 
hibited  the  state  from  “aiding, 
abetting  or  encouraging  acts  of 
sodomy,”  a  term  defined  by  Estes 
and  his  organization.  People  and 
Parents  Opposed  to  Prostitution, 
Pornography  and  Sodomy 
(PPOPPS),  to  include  necro- 


“  We  are  not  advocating  censor¬ 
ship  here.  The  only  way  to  protect 
ourselves  against  these  message  is 
to  have  an  analysis,  a  framework 
to  be  able  to  listen  to  what  in  fact 
these  songs  are  saying,  what  are 
the  images  that  are  coming 
across,”  Dobkin  said. 

“Most  of  these  messages  are 
common  assumptions  of  society 
.  .  .  Any  kind  of  mass  communi¬ 
cation  present  these  images  to  us, 
but  rock  is  aimed  at  a  very  vul¬ 
nerable  market  —  teenagers, 
where  these  images  can  really  take 
hold.  They  require  immature  ac¬ 
ceptance.  If  you  listen  to  enough 
rock,  you  have  to  assume  that  the 
only  kind  of  relationships  that 
exist  are  abusive,  infantile”  and 
limiting.  The  masculine  experience 
dominates),  and  women’s  experi¬ 
ence  is  ignored,  trivialized  or 
ridiculized  when  explored  in  rock, 
she  went  on. 

“As  the  mother  of  10-year-old 
•girl,  Dobkin  says  she  “shudders 
when  I  think  of  what  songs  put 
about  the  image  she  should  have  of 
herself  according  to  these  stereo¬ 
types.  It’s  a  terrible,  dangerous 
thing.” 

She  and  Brown  singled  out  cur¬ 
rent  offenders  —  Pink  Floyd, 
Zevon,  Ted  Nugent,  The  Rolling 
Stones,  Queen,  Rod  Stewart,  Van 
Halen,  Bob  Seger  —  and  played 
tapes  of  earlier  artists. 

“The  messages  have  always 
been  there,”  said  Brown,  “but 
they’ve  become  more  and  more 
blatant.  The  Beach  Boys  sang 
about  ‘California  Girls,’  and  The 
Beatles  described  the  caliber  of 
women  by  the  way  they  live  ‘Back 
in  the  USSR’  then  The  Stones 
came  out  with  the  most  obvious 
ever  —  how  white  girls  fuck,  how 
black  girls  fuck.  It  was  just  amaz¬ 
ing,  not  hidden  anymore,  how  you 
were  being  measured,  what  cate¬ 
gories  you  were  in,  who  you  were 
competing  against.” 

Their  presentation  noted  that  in 
large  cities,  domestic  violence  is 
the  number  one  crime  police  get 
calls  about  and  account  for  most 
emergency  room  cases.  Wife  abuse 
is  still  the  most  under-reported 
crime  in  the  country,  they  argued, 
also  mentioned  rising  teenage 
pregnancy  and  runaways  from 
incestuous  homes.  They  decried 


philia,  pedophilia,  anal  inter¬ 
course,  cunnilingus  and  fellatio. 
The  initiative  would  have  declared 
persons  committing  such  acts  to  be 
mentally  ill  but  would  not  have  set 
penalties. 

Initiative  73  would  have  applied 
to  heterosexual  acts  as  well  as  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  sex.  “It  had  plenty  in 
it  to  offend  everybody,”  com¬ 
mented  Roger  Winters,  co-presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Dorian  Group  and  a 
member  of  an  informal  “watch 
group”  formed  to  monitor  the 
petition  drive. 

Winters  told  GCN  the  initiative 
might  have  beerf  used  to  oppose 
laws  forbidding  discrimination  be¬ 
cause  of  sexual  orientation  on  the 
grounds  that  such  laws  would  sup¬ 
posedly  “aid,  abet  or  encourage 
acts  of  sodomy.” 

In  1978  Estes,  as  head  of  Save 
Our  Moral  Ethics,  was  responsible 
for  a  petition  drive  to  place  on  the 
ballot  Initiative  13,  which  would 
have  removed  “sexual  orientation

the  growing  pornographic  indus¬ 
try  and  the  mutilation  of  women  as 
enjoyment  in  TV  commercials  and 
pop  music. 

“Often  the  words  aren’t  in 
themselves  so  devastating,” 
Dobkin  said.  “What’s  important 
is  the  overall  cumulative  effect,  the 
constant  image  that  pop  music 
portrays.  It  puts  men  and  women 
into  very  specific  role  stereotypes. 
Especially  for  women,  it’s  com¬ 
pletely  limiting.  There  are  only  a 
few  ways  a  woman  can  be  to  be  ac¬ 
ceptable.  The  companies  spend  a 
lot  of  money  on  market  research. 
They  know  the  effect  of  these 
images,  so  it’s  a  mistake  to  give 
them  the  benefit  of  the  doubt 
when  they  say,  ‘Oh,  these  images 
don’t  really  mean  anything.’  Well, 
they  can’t  NOT  mean  anything. 
They’re  not  allowed  to  be  careless 
about  details  of  marketing  and 
packaging,”  Dobkin  concluded.

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  In 
the  latest  stage  of  a  four-year  legal 
battle,  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  refused  on  December  8  to 
intervene  in  a  lawsuit  filed  against 
Texas  A&M  University  by  a  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  student  group  seek¬ 
ing  official  campus  recognition 
there. 

The  unanimous  ruling  means 
the  court  will  not  hear  the  univer¬ 
sity’s  arguments  that  it  should  be 
immune  from  a  lawsuit  filed 


from  the  Seattle  anti-discrimina¬ 
tion  ordinance  (see  GCN  Vol.  6, 
No.  5).  Voters  rejected  Initiative 
13  by  a  two-to-one  margin  (see 
GCN  Vol.  6,  No.  17). 

Winters  told  GCN  his  “watch 
group”  had  succeeded  in  convinc¬ 
ing  the  attorney  general  to  reject 
the  20-word  title  of  the  initiative 
submitted  by  Estes  and  PPOPPS 
and  to  substitute  a  more  acceptible 
title.  He  said  the  title  of  an  ini¬ 
tiative  has  more  influence  on 
voters  than  the  text  and  that 
Estes’s  title,  which  contained  the 
word  “sodomy,”  was  inflam¬ 
matory. 

Winters  said  he  was  initially 
worried  that  the  petition  drive 
might  succeed  because  it  was  un¬ 
clear  whether  Estes  had  recruited 
the  assistance  of  right-wing  funda¬ 
mentalist  groups.  “But  when  the 
letter  came  through,”  he  com¬ 
mented,  “it  was  a  great  relief  not 
to  have  to  fight  a  rear-guard  action 
anymore.”

PROVINCETOWN,  MA  — 
The  owners  of  a  restaurant  in  this 
Cape  Cod  resort  town  have 
charged  in  a  lawsuit  that  the  local 
town  government  denied  them  an 
entertainment  license  because  they 
are  gay. 

For  the  fifth  time  in  as  many 
years,  the  Provincetown  Board  of 
Selectmen  last  June  turned  down  a 
request  by  Horace  Stowman  and 
Marshall  Cross,  owners  of 
Ocean’s  Inn,  for  a  license  which 
would  have  permitted  them  to 
have  a  piano  player  in  their  res¬ 
taurant. 

In  a  letter  to  the  restaurant 
owners  dated  June  25,  Mary  Jo 
Avellar,  chairman  (sic)  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  (sic),  said  the 
license  was  being  denied  because 
the  building  housing  the  restaur¬ 
ant  was  “not  constructed  to  con¬ 
tain  noise”  and  because  of  pro¬ 
tests  about  noise  from  neighbors. 
The  letter  claimed  that  no  public 
need  would  be  served  by  the  issu¬ 
ance  of  the  license  and  that  the 
restaurant’s  demand  on  public 
services  would  increase. 

Robert  Peyser  of  the  office  of 
Maurice  Goldman, attorney  for  the 
plaintiffs,  told  GCN,  “[The  res¬ 
taurant]  is  in  an  area  of  town  that 
contains  other  businesses  owned 
by  others  in  the  town  who  per¬ 
haps,  for  one  or  another  reason, 
would  prefer  to  see  Ocean’s  Inn 
not  prosper.  I  guess  the  talk  was 
that  it  would  turn  into  a  bar  where 
gay  people  might  congregate.” 

Stowman  and  Cross  filed  suit 
on  October  15  in  United  States 
District  Court  in  Boston,  claiming 


against  it  by  the  Gay  Student  Ser¬ 
vices  Organization  (GSSO),  a 
group  whose  application  for  on- 
campus  status  was  originally 
denied  by  the  university  in  No¬ 
vember,  1976. 

The  university  took  the  case  to 
the  Supreme  Court  after  the  Fifth 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  Feb¬ 
ruary  reversed  a  district  court  dis¬ 
missal  of  the  GSSO  lawsuit. 

The  case  will  now  be  tried  on  its 
merits  in  the  same  district  court 
that  dismissed  it  earlier. 

Patrick  Wiseman,  a  Houston 
attorney  representing  GSSO,  told 
GCN  that  the  university  had 
argued  on  purely  technical 
grounds  that  the  organization 
could  not  sue  the  university  itself 
but  only  university  officials. 

He  said  the  dismissal  in  federal 
district  court  had  also  been  on 
purely  technical  grounds  and  was 
not  an  indication  of  the  court’s 
disapproval  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
group. 

Wiseman  said  the  university  is 
trying  to  delay  the  inevitable  by 
keeping  the  issue  in  court. 

“Like  anything,”  he  said,  “put 
your  head  in  the  sand  and  let  it 
force  its  way  on  you.” 

In  a  statement  issued  December 
3,  Thomas  F.  Coleman  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Committee  for  Sexual  Civil 
Liberties,  a  Los  Angeles  group 
which  filed  an  amicus  curiae  brief 
in  the  case,  is  quoted  as  saying, 
“The  fact  that  not  one  Supreme 
Court  justice  voted  to  take  the 
Texas  case  is  a  significant  im¬ 
provement  over  previous  votes  by 
that  court  in  similar  cases.” 

According  to  the  statement, 
Justices  Rehnquist,  Burger  and 
Blackmun  dissented  from  a  sim¬ 
ilar  decision  made  in  1978  in  the 
case  of  a  University  of  Missouri 


the  board’s  action  constituted  a 
denial  of  their  civil  rights.  The  suit 
asks  $1  million  in  damages. 

According  to  the  Provincetown 
Advocate,  the  lawsuit  claims  the 
real  reason  for  the  Board’s  deny¬ 
ing  the  license  “was  the  defendant 
board’s  belief  that  one  or  more  of 
the  plaintiffs  were  homosexual 
and  that  the  plaintiffs’  establish¬ 
ment  would  tend  to  attract  a 
homosexual  clientele.  Such  rea¬ 
soning  effectively  denies  both  the 
owners  and  all  prospective 
patrons  their  constitutional 
rights.” 

Avellar  told  GCN,  “All  of  the 
charges  in  their  complaint  are  ab¬ 
solutely  ludicrous  and  unfounded 
and  they  practically  border  on 
falsehood.”  She  said  that  if  the 
board  were  biased  against  lesbians 
and  gay  men,  who  make  up  a  size¬ 
able  portion  of  both  the  perm¬ 
anent  winter  population  of  the 
town  and  the  summer  transient 
population,  then  most  local  busi¬ 
ness  would  have  been  denied  licen¬ 
ses. 

Avellar  said  that  although 
Ocean’s  Inn  is  in  a  commercial 
zone,  most  of  the  businesses  in  the 
area  are  gift  shops  that  close  by 
11:00  p.m.  and  that  it  is  primarily 
a  residential  neighborhood.  She 
added  that  most  buildings  in 
Provincetown  are  wooden 
structures  built  close  together. 

“By  itself,  a  piano  player  is  in¬ 
nocuous,”  Avellar  said.  “But 
Vhen  it’s  less  than  three  feet  from 
somebody’s  bedroom  window,  it’s 
pretty  serious  stuff.” 

No  date  has  been  set  for  a  hear¬ 
ing  on  the  lawsuit.

The  dissenting  opinion,  written 
by  Rehnquist,  read,  “[T]he  ques¬ 
tion  is  more  akin  to  whether  those 
suffering  from  measles  have  a 
constitutional  right,  in  violation 
of  quarantine  regulations,  to  asso¬ 
ciate  together  with  others  who  do 
not  presently  have  measles,  in 
order  to  urge  repeal  of  a  state  law 
providing  that  measles  sufferers 
be  quarantined.” 

When  he  refused  the  original 
GSSO  application  for  campus  rec¬ 
ognition  in  1976,  A&M  vice  presi¬ 
dent  John  J.  Koldus  claimed  the 
group’s  purpose  was  not  “consist¬ 
ent  with  the  philosophy  and  goals 
that  have  been  developed  for  the 
creation  and  existence  of  Texas 
A&M  University.” 

Responding  to  GSSO’s  claim 
that  they  were  an  educational 
organization,  Koldus  wrote,  “Stu¬ 
dent  organizations  do  not  have  the 
educational  experience,  the  re¬ 
sponsibility,  nor  the  authority  to 
educate  the  larger  public.” 

Reportedly  in  response  to  the 
GSSO  request  for  campus  recog¬ 
nition,  the  Texas  legislature  in 
1977  attached  an  amendment  to 
the  state  appropriations  bills  to 
“prohibit  the  use  of  state  facilities 
by  any  organization  which  seeks 
to  foster  or  promote  illegal  activi¬ 
ties,  including  homosexual  organi¬ 
zations.” 

Despite  support  from  many  stu¬ 
dents,  others  were  hostile  to 
GSSO.  In  1977,  the  A&M  student 
senate  passed  a  resolution  oppos¬ 
ing  campus  recognition  for  the 
group.  The  same  year,  students 
hung  a  large  banner  from  a  dormi¬ 
tory  window  reading  “Aggies  are 
not  queers.  Beat  the  hell  out  of  the 
GSSO.” 


Estes  Withdraws  Bid  For 
New  Anti-Gay  Initiative 


Group  Can  Sue  Tex  College 
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Dear  Editor: 

In  last  week’s  GCN  (December  27,  1980),  Ed 
Cates,  one  of  the  gay  poets  selected  this  year  to 
read  in  the  general  Poetry  event  sponsored  by  the 
First  Night  Corporation  raised  an  issue  which  is 
precisely  one  on  the  basis  of  which  some  lesbians 
and  gay  men  have  decided  to  sponsor  an  alter¬ 
native  First  Night  Event  —  a  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Male  Poetry  reading  —  and  so  continue  a 
tradition  that  started  two  years  ago.  That  issue  is 
Separatism,  the  political  usefulness  of  which  he 
questions  for  the  eighties.  Fie  also  suggests  a 
scenario  of  a  sort,  in  which  the  First  Night  Board 
is  not  homophobic  but,  in  cancelling  the 
traditional  reading,  “simply  wishes  to  introduce  a 
.  .  .  few  new  poets  who  have  not  read  in  past 
years  at  First  Night .  .  As  a  coordinator/or  the 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Male  Poetry  readings  for  the 
last  two  years,  I’d  like  to  respond  to  his  comments 
on  this  issue  and  his  suggestion. 

My  own  feeling  is  that  nothing  —  where 
homosexuality  and  the  general  public  is  con¬ 
cerned  —  is  ever  “simple.”  But  if  First  Night 
wanted  “simply  to  introduce  a  few  new  poets”  — 
and  not  sacrifice  as  well  the  existence  of  a 
traditional  Lesbian  and  Gay  Male  reading  —  why 
did  the  organizing  committee  not  simply  ask  some 
member  of  the  gay  community  to  coordinate  such 
an  event  —  with  a  new  coordinator,  and  a  new  set 
of  readers?  To  me,  the  single  most  interesting 
statistic  contained  in  Cates’  letter  was  that  he 
“knew  five  months  ago”  that  he  was  to  read  on 
First  Night  —  when  I  received  word  one  month 
ago  (too  late  to  do  much  alternative  planning) 
that  a  proposal  put  into  First  Night  in  my  name 
was  being  denied,  along  with  one  other  proposal 
from  the  gay  community  which  I  had  encouraged 
a  member  of  if  to  make.  Am  I  wrong  in  thinking 
that  First  Night  may  have  wanted  the  event  elim¬ 
inated,  particularly  in  light  of  one  of  this  year’s 
moderators  having  told  me  that  her  first  idea  was 
to  sponsor  a  series  of  small  decentralized  readings 
—  black,  gay,  women’s,  for  instance  —  but  that 
she  didn’t  push  for  the  idea  because  she  knew  she 
couldn’t  have  got  the  proposal  accepted  by  First 
Night? 

May  I  suggest  an  alternate  scenario  to  the  one 
Ed  Cates  proposes.  Let  us  just  imagine  —  for 
argument’s  sake  —  that  First  Night  has  been  for 
two  years  embarassed  by  the  presence  of  a  Les¬ 
bian  and  Gay  Male  poetry  reading  in  its  line-up  of 
events.  Let’s  imagine  that  it  was  only  held  a 
second  year  at  the  prompting  of  Peter  Payack, 
last  year’s  Poetry  Coordinator  —  and  a  friend  to 
the  gay  community  —  who  felt  that  if  he  defended 
the  event  for  a  second  year  he  wouldn’t  be  around 
as  coordinator  for  a  third.  (He  is  not.)  Let’s 
imagine  that  even  the  move  of  the  Poetry  Events 
last  year  from  the  Arlington  Street  Church  to  the 
Architectural  Center  was  a  way  of  making  the 
activity  more  remote  from  downtown  —  one  less 
liable  to  be  wandered  into  by  members  of 
Boston’s  fissionable  nuclear  families.  (The 
reading  last  year  was  made  more  remote  yet  by 
being  listed  in  the  Globe  not  as  a  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Male  Poetry  reading  but  a  “Progressive  Poetry 
Reading.”)  And,  finally,  let’s  ask  what  —  if  the 
Corporation’s  first  concern  were  to  eliminate  the 
reading  and  not  merely  hear  from  some  new 
voices  —  what  would  be  the  best  way  to  go  about 
it?  Why,  to  divide  the  gay  community  on  the  issue 
of  the  reading’s  elimination  —  by  including  mem¬ 
bers  of  that  community  in  a  General  Reading. 
Last  year:  12.  This  year:  5.  You  see  how  I  would 
project  my  scenario  into  the  future,  don’t  you? 
Next  year,  how  many  homosexuals  might  First 
Night  have  to  hear  from?  Zero. 

Of  course  this  is  just  a  scenario.  And  a  “hetero¬ 
phobic”  one  at  that!  Fear  of  heterosexuals?  I 
admit  to  it  —  as  must  everyone  who  is  concerned 
for  his  of  her  survival  —  not  least  “some  of  the 
other  gay  poets  on  the  bill”  of  the  general  reading 
this  year,  who,  as  Cates  says,  have  chosen  “for 
whatever  reasons  ...  to  remain  publicly  closeted 
for  this  event.”  Cates  suggests  that  anger  over  the 
cancelling  of  the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Male  Poetry 
reading  may  be  the  personal  anger  of  a  few

individuals  from  whom  the  balance  of  power  has 
shifted.  .  .  .”  Oh,  there’s  anger,  all  right.  But’ it 
may  not  be  as  personal  as  he  thinks.  It  is 
occasioned  not  by  the  limelight’s  having  shifted 
away  from  him  or  her  —  but  by  the  dawning 
awareness  of  how  vulnerable  we  are  —  as  lesbians 
and  gay  men  —  to  “shifts  in  power.”  Who  has 
this  power?  How  do  we  get  some  of  it?  Or  grow 
independent  of  it?  I  think  we  ought  in  the  future 
all  to  be  pressing  for  Gay  Representation  on  the 
Board  of  First  Night  —  just  as  we  have  in  the 
State  House  or  the  Mayor’s  office.  But  first,  this 
year,  I  think  we  needed  to  have  organized  an 
independent  lesbian  and  gay  male  poetry  reading 

—  which  I  have  had  a  hand  in  —  and  so,  by  main¬ 
taining  continuity  with  the  past,  helping  to  ensure 
our  being  heard  again  in  the  future  —  in  the 
eighties. 

Which  brings  me  to  the  notion  of  separatism— 
and  Cates’  charming  version  of  what  the  sixties 
were  supposed  to  have  brought  about  —  indiv¬ 
idual  integration.  Seems  to  me  the  sixties  were 
when  the  Left  got  radicalized.  As  gay  men  and 
lesbians  we  didn’t  begin  to  emerge  as  a  collective 
force  until  the  end  of  that  period.  Stonewall  was 
only  in  1969.  And  we  are  still  only  emerging  as 
one.  Separatist  institutions  are  only  now  just  in 
formation;  we  are  just  beginning  to  have  gay 
caucuses  in  the  medical,  legal,  religious, 
teaching,  and  other  professions,  just  beginning 
to  get  the  publishing  houses,  newspapers  and 
magazines,  theatre,  films,  bookshops  and  poetry 

—  vehicles,  media,  and  lines  of  access  that  we 
have  been  denied  for  centuries\  Should  the 
lesbian  and  gay  male  poetry  reading  fold  up  its 
wings  and  die?  Just  as  well  ask  Gay  Community 
News  —  a  Separatist  newspaper  —  to  stop  pub¬ 
lishing  and  accept  a  token  column  in  the  Boston 
Globe  to  inform  the  community  regarding  its 
concerns  —  a  column  which  at  any  moment 
might  be  denied  space!  Is  Separatism  viable  for 
the  ’eighties?  You  bet  it  is.  It  will  be  decades,  if 
we  are  lucky,  before  it  won’t  be.  The  choice  is 
not  between  marginality  and  full  assimilation,  as 
Ed  Cates  would  have  it  —  but  between  independ¬ 
ence  and  obliteration,  as  we  are  learning. 

A  surprise  announcement!  The  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Male  Poetry  reading  this  year  sponsored  by 
the  Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Committee  will  be 
joined  by  the  Triangle  Theatre  Company, 
Boston’s  newly  formed  gay  theatre  company  — 
doing  scenes  from  their  production  of  Cross 
Your  Heart  and  Hope  to  Lie.  (Imagine,  a 
Separatist  Theatre  Company  —  and  it  isn’t  even 
the  ’sixties!  Of  course,  because  a  group  is 
independently  organized  doesn’t  mean  straight 
people  cannot  attend  —  a  gay  play  or  an  evening 
of  gay  poetry.  In  fact,  the  best  security  either  has 
in  being  heard  or  seen  —  by  gays  or  straights  — 
is  in  its  being  independently  organized.) 

There  is  more  that  asks  for  comment.  Cates 
says  he  understands  “the  issues  of  ‘questionable 
language.’  ”  I  wonder  if  he  understands  the 
issues  —  or  just  shares  a  conventional  objection 
to  a  Revolutionary  Poetry  —  and  so  is  allowing 
himself  to  be  divided  from  the  cultural  produce 
of  his  own  community  by  forces  that  don’t  want 
to  deal  with  that  Poetry’s  radical  implications? 
Finally,  one  must  come  back  to  that  almost 
poignant  claim  that  “some  of  the  other  gay  poets 
on  the  bill  [of  the  general  reading],  for  whatever 
reasons,  choose  to  remain  publicly  closeted  on 
this  occasion.”  We  are  all  familiar  with  how 
desirable  straight  society  makes  it  for  members 
of  the  gay  community  to  remain  silent  —  to  pass 
in  its  midst  protected  —  and  invisible  as  gay 
people.  Can  we  risk  becoming  invisible  again?  I 
like  to  think  that  it  is  for  those  members  of  our 
community  who  have  chosen  to  “remain  publicly 
closeted”  at  the  General  Reading  that  the 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Male  Poetry  Reading  is  being 
held  —  to  give  them  different  choices  in  the 
future!

Christian  dishonesty 

To  the  editors  of  Gay  Community  News: 

I  agree  with  Sue  Marlow  that  your  article  on  the 
gay  priest  was  not  drivel.  While  I  think  Charles 
Stone  is  right  in  saying  that  gay  Christians  are  in  a 
bind  of  their  own  making,  they  are  still  our 
brothers  and  sisters  and  a  paper  for  gay  people 
must  also  address  their  concerns. 

I  also  think  that  Mr.  Stone  is  more  like  the  gay 
Christians  than  he  might  like  to  think  in  his  at¬ 
tempts  to  whitewash  the  male  supremacism  of  an¬ 
cient  Greek  culture.  The  presence  of  female 
deities  in  Greek  religion  does  not  mean  women 
enjoyed  equality  with  men  in  daily  life,  any  more 
than  the  prominence  of  the  Virgin  Mary  in 
Roman  Catholicism  means  that  the  Pope  is  a 
feminist.  Nor  is  a  high  regard  for  eros  incompati¬ 
ble  with  misogyny  or  homophobia,  as  witness  the 
celebration  of  erotic  love  in  the  Song  of  Songs 
and  elsewhere  in  the  Old  Testament.  If  Mr.  Stone 
Would  read  the  text  of  K.J.  Dover’s  Greek 
Homosexuality  he  would  find  that  the  Greeks  ac¬ 
cepted  male  homosexual  eros  only  conditionally, 
under  rigid  controls.  True  to  patriarchal  form, 
they  considered  it  unmanly  for  a  grown  man  to 
allow  himself  to  be  fucked.  Since  I  don’t  believe 
in  the  Greek  gods  or  the  Great  Mother  any  more 
than  I  do  in  Yahweh,  I  find  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Stone  and  others  to  rehabilitate  paganism  trivial 
and  possibly  counterproductive,  since  Chris¬ 
tianity  is  still  a  potent  social  force  which  won’t 
just  go  away  if  we  turn  our  attention  elsewhere. 

Sue  Marlow,  alas,  also  seems  more  like  the 
Christian  bigots  she  deplores  that  she  might  like 
to  think.  It  is  true  that  Jesus  preached  love,  as  she 
claims,  but  so  do  the  Christian  bigots.  Like  them, 
Jesus  also  preached  hellfire  and  damnation, 
threats  and  vindictiveness.  Any  interpretation 
which  fails  to  take  this  into  account  is  one-sided 
and  misleading.  Also  like  the  bigots,  Ms.  Marlow 
seems  to  think  that  hers  is  the  only  correct 
understanding  of  Jesus’  teaching,  and  that 
anyone  who  differs,  distorts  and  perverts  it.  Also 
like  them,  Ms.  Marlow  misrepresents  her  op¬ 
ponents:  for  example,  Mr.  Stone  had  not  said  that 
crucifixion  was  a  religious  ritual.  Also  typical  is 
the  way  Ms.  Marlow  begins  with  a  show  of  mar¬ 
tyred  innocence.  (“Why  do  you  hate  Him?  He 
doesn’t  hate  you.”)  and  concludes  with  a  vague 
threat  (“I  hope  you  get  to  know  Him  before  it’s 
too  late.”). 

What  worries  me  is  less  that  gay  Christians  will 
be  purged  from  the  gay  movement  than  that  they 
will  infect  it  with  Christian  dishonesty,  in¬ 
tolerance,  and  self-righteousness.  I  do  not  con¬ 
sider  the  resurrection  of  traditional  paganism  a 
suitable  response.  Some  purely  destructive 
criticism  of  Christianity,  from  its  origins  to  the 
present,  is  needed,  and  scholarship  on  the 
religions  it  superceded  will  indeed  be  needed  to  in¬ 
form  that  purpose.  But  new  forms  of  spirituality 
must  also  be  scrutinized  for  sexism  and  other 
bigotry.  We  are  bound  to  make  mistakes:  at  least 
let  us  try  to  avoid  repeating  old  ones.

Challenging  Isolation

My  father  has  the  same  answer  for  everything;  one  of  the  reasons  we  always  had  diffi¬ 
culty  speaking  freely  with  one  another.  I  was  trying  to  make  a  point,  using  as  illustration  the 
news  item  describing  a  New  Yorker  getting  a  perverse  thrill  by  spraying  machine  gun  bullets 
in  the  direction  of  a  crowd  of  people  standing  outside  the  entrance  to  a  New  York  City  gay 
bar.  My  father  broke  in  with  his  by  now  standard  retort,  “Yes,  I  heard,  but  that’s  just  an 
isolated  incident.”  His  sober  line  of  reasoning  continued:  “He’s  a  crazy,  that’s  all,”  came 
the  assured  opinion,  “you  can’t  possibly  accuse  the  world  of  succumbing  to  diseased 
thinking  because  of  a  few  loose  nuts  out  there.”  I  commented  that  the  quantity  of  ‘crazies’ 
certainly  seemed  to  encompass  more  than  a  few,  these  days  especially,  including  a  few 
countries  we’d  mentioned  in  our  discussion  of  the  past  hour.  I  told  him  my  point:  the  people 
of  the  world  were  drifting  apart  slowly;  no  one  cared  deeply  enough. 

In  the  name  of  World  Defense,  he  then  brought  up  the  name  of  a  fancy  organization  in 
our  small  town,  the  Junior  League.  This  League  gives  suburban  housewives  another  group 
to  join  besides,  the  local  PTA.  He  would  have  liked  to  think  this  little  group  cavorts  about 
saving  the  general  populace  from  starvation,  and  uplifting  the  local  downtrodden.  “People 
truly  care  for  each  other  around  here,”  he  said,  “we’re  not  selfish.”  My  response  was  to 
repeat  a  conversation  I’d  had  earlier  that  day  with  my  mother,  a  past  member  of  the  League, 
when  she  had  spoken  in  glowing  terms  of  the  big,  and  only,  project  of  the  Junior  League  in 
the  entire  10  years  previous:  bringing  big  city  theater  to  Our  Little  Town.  “What  would  you 
care  to  call  that,”  I  said  to  him,  “besides  The  Great  Contribution  to  Our  Culturally 
Deprived?”  “Yes,  but  that’s  just  an  isolated  incident,”  he  sputtered. 

It  is  bewildering  to  run  into  yet  another  pedant  who  believes  the  world  begins  and  ends 
in  his  own  backyard.  This  world  overwhelms  at  times  with  the  astounding  sort  of  mentalities 
that  prevail,  but  to  find  my  own  family,  my  own  father,  as  a  member  of  the  swelling  crowd  of 
living  dead;  well,  it  is  a  bit  much.  A  popular  saying  goes:  it  never  matters  until  it  happens  to 
someone  you  know,  then  the  shit  hits  the  fan.  That  New  York  City  bar  is  a  place  my  brother, 
my  father’s  beloved  son,  visits  frequently.  Does  it  take  a  body  bag  with  the  son’s  name  on  it 
for  the  father  to  peer  out  over  his  front  hedge? 

A  few  mornings  later  in  the  city  where  I  live,  as  usual  late  for  work,  I  hooked  up  with  a 
taxi  driver  who  wonders  out  loud.  A  lot.  Going  towards  my  destination  vila  the  back  route, 
we  wandered  a  very  short  time  in  silence  and  then  my  driver  began  a  short  speech  on  “what 
the  Russians  are  up  to  over  there,  hanging  out  around  the  Poland  border,”  and  after  I 
shrugged  my  not-yet-awake  shoulders,  the  topic  moved  on  to  “those  crazy  Ehrabs  all 
fighting  with  each  other  over  there.”  Very  soon  he  concluded  that  the  entire  continent  had 


‘gone  crazy;’  over  there,  though,  so  far  away  it  really  made  no  difference.  ‘Not  to  worry’ 
was  the  soothing  tone  beneath  his  gravelly  vocals.  A  bit  reminiscent  of  an  old-time  light¬ 
hearted  melody,  whose  only  words  I  remember  are:  Over  there,  over  there,  send  the  word, 
send  the  word,  over  there,  that  the  Yanks  are  coming.  ...  But  do  you  need  to  be  shipped 
off  to  a  distant  land  before  it’s  necessary  to  actually  open  your  eyes  and  pay  attention? 

A  few  days  after  the  diplomatic  taxi  ride,  I  went  to  my  very  first  group  therapy  session, 
where  for  two  and  a  half  hours  13  total  strangers  of  diverse  sex,  age  and  background  sat 
around  the  perimeters  of  a  large  room,  mentally  edging  our  way  towards  each  other.  It  was  a 
very  long  evening  for  each  of  us,  full  of  pregnant  pauses  and  words  beneath  words,  a 
difficult  stumbling  out  of  our  social  shells  to  make  that  initial  contact.  The  underlying 
reasons  why  we  were  each  present  that  night  took  a  long  time  to  surface,  finally  floating  up 
like  bubbles  into  the  realm  of  actual  speech.  “In  the  last  two  years,”  an  attractive  30  year  old 
quietly  said,  “I’ve  cut  myself  off  from  people.”  Offered  hesitantly  by  a  man  who  recently 
separated  from  his  wife  of  20  years,  “I  am  unable  to  let  someone  know  who  I  am.”  “It’s 
been  too  long,  I  feel  so  isolated  from  everyone  else,”  we  spoke  in  turn,  the  echo  an  unspoken 
hope  that  change  was  about  to  happen. 

Writer  and  world  critic  H.G.  Wells  once  wrote  a  classic  entitled  War  of  the  Worlds, 
which  details  an  invasion  attempt  upon  Earth  by  a  vast  and  powerful  fleet  from  Mars. 
Nothing  that  man  could  do  repulsed  the  invaders;  in  the  end  it  was  a  disease  which  finished 
both  the  Martians  and  the  story,  the  most  nondescript  and  most  prevalent  virus  on  our 
planet:  the  common  cold.  It  was  a  parable  of  “superiority  brought  down  by  the 
insignificant,  the  unnoticed”  and  it  has  been  played  out  many  times,  but  the  lesson  itself 
goes  unheeded  often,  because  it  has  not  yet  happened  to  you,  so  doesn’t  concern  you:  it 
happened  and  happens  over  there,  out  there,  never  here.  But  the  common  cold  held 
consequences  for  the  Martians  that  isolation  may  hold  for  us;  and  like  a  cold,  if  you  aren’t 
watching  out  for  it,  you’ll  never  notice  it  until  it  is  upon  you,  and  by  that  time  it’s  always  too 
late.

Community  Yokes 


nobody  for  president 


Dear  GCN, 

Late  in  September  I  encountered  three  gay  men 
leafletting  at  18th  and  Castro  on  a  sunny  Satur¬ 
day  afternoon  —  for  Ronald  Reagan.  It  was  a 
crazy  scene:  Alongside  was  a  trio  of  Sparticists 
bull-horning  the  rest  of  us  with  their  pseudorevo¬ 
lutionary  irrelevancies  and  pumping  their  candi¬ 
date  for  San  Francisco  Supervisor.  For  the  first 
time  in  my  memory  the  Harvey  Milk  Gay  Demo¬ 
cratic  Club  fled  its  traditional  perch  beside  the 
Hibernia  Bank  and  moved  its  voter  registration 
table  to  the  opposite  corner. 

I  was  finally  provoked  enough  to  locate  a 
“Reagan  for  Shah”  button,  which  had  become 
very  popular  in  the  Bay  Area  in  recent  months.  It 
was  a  very  depressing  election.  The  only  other 
political  slogan  that  seemed  to  make  much  sense 
this  year  appeared  on  a  bumpersticker  put  out  by 
the  Nobody  for  President  Committee  from 
(where  else?)  Berkeley:  “U.S.  out  of  North 
America.”  I  began  to  wonder  if  I  was  the  true 
conservative,  desiring  to  preserve  human  life  and 
liberty  in  the  face  of  such  “radicals”  as  the 
Strangeloves  who  threaten  us  with  nuclear  Arma¬ 
geddon,  or  the  holy  thought  police  network  that  is 
neither  moral  nor  a  majority. 

In  the  late  1960s  I  had  scandalized  some  of  my 
college  classmates  by  calling  Reagan  “America’s 
answer  to  Adolph  Hitler.”  (I  had  underestimated 
Nixon’s  capabilities,  especially  in  Indochina.) 
This  was  at  a  time  when  the  California  Governor 
was  declaring,  “If  it  takes  a  bloodbath  to  stop 
campus  unrest,  let’s  get  it  over  with  now.”  I  was 
one  of  the  people  he  was  talking  about  killing. 
Not  long  afterward  he  put  this  philosophy  into 
practice  when  he  sent  the  National  Guard  to 
occupy  Berkeley  during  People’s  Park.  One 
person  was  killed,  and  many  others  wounded. 

Reagan’s  nomination  in  1976  would  have  been 
the  only  thing  that  could  have  persuaded  me  to 
vote  for  Jimmy  Carter.  The  People’s  Party  of  Dr. 
Spock  fame  was  not  on  the  Massachusetts  ballot, 
and  I  ended  up  throwing  a  protest  vote  to  the 
Socialist  Workers  Party.  I  had  never  trusted 
Carter,  since  the  first  time  I  had  seen  him  grace 
the  cover  of  Time,  in  1971  as  Governor  of 
Georgia,  advertising  “the  New  South.”  By  the 
time  he  became  packaged  as  a  “different”  Presi¬ 
dential  contender,  he  seemed  to  me  one  more 
smiling  hypocrite,  like  his  friend  Dianne 
Feinstein. 

Carter’s  vocal  gay  supporters  insulted  my  intel¬ 
ligence  when  they  tried  to  argue  that  a  man  who 
could  not  openly  seek  our  support  was,  somehow, 
our  friend.  I  resented  the  guilt  trips  by  his 
apologists  in  the  gay  community,  like  Ginny 
Apuzzo,  who  stumped  the  Alice  B.  Toklas  Demo¬ 
cratic  Club  in  October  and  all  but  personally 
blamed  anyone  supporting  John  Anderson  for 
the  presumed  horrors  of  a  Reagan  Administra¬ 
tion.  (I  have  little  faith  that  Carter  is  any  more 
capable  than  Reagan  in  stopping  our  headlong 
plunge  into  war,  the  most  important  issue  of  all.) 
1  appreciated  the  honesty  of  veteran  Assembly- 
man  Willie  Brown,  who  appeared  at  the  Milk 
Club  and  cited  a  litany  of  Reagan’s  abuses  as 


governor.  Brown,  who  has  just  been  elected 
Speaker  of  the  State  Assembly,  candidly 
admitted,  when  asked,  that  he  could  give  no 
positive  reason  to  vote  for  Carter. 

For  nearly  the  entire  campaign  I  vowed  I  could 
never  support  Carter.  I  did  not  trust  John  Ander¬ 
son  or  see  any  meaningful  statement  in  support¬ 
ing  this  candidacy  that  had  no  chance  of  winning. 
He  was  raising  no  new  issues.  I  was  planning  to 
vote  for  Barry  Commoner  of  the  Citizen’s  Party, 
even  though  I  was  disappointed  by  the  Party’s 
softpedaling  its  socialist  message.  Besides,  Cali¬ 
fornia  seemed  obviously  to  be  in  Reagan’s 
column.  (Massachusetts’  being  a  “safe”  Carter 
state  had  made  my  decision  not  to  vote  for  him  in 
1976  fairly  easy.) 

In  the  end  I  broke  with  my  better  judgment, 
gagged,  and  voted  for  Carter.  The  final  polls  in 
California  had  shown  Carter  gaining  on  Reagan, 
suggesting  that  the  election  would  be  closer  than  it 
actually  was.  The  possibility  that  Reagan  might 
be  denied  the  electoral  vote  of  his  own  state 
appealed  to  my  malevolent  streak.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  it  had  been  rumored  that  Carter  would 
appoint  Mayor  Feinstein  to  a  high  Washington 
position  were  he  re-elected.  Anything  to  dump 
Dianne.  (Her  inactivity  in  the  face  of  escalating 
anti-gay  violence  and  police  harassment  has 
inspired  renewed  rumblings  of  a  recall  campaign 
in  the  wake  of  the  election.) 

I  awoke  from  an  early  evening  nap  to  hear 
Carter  give  his  concession  speech  —  while  the 
polls  were  still  open  in  the  West.  It  was  so  typical 
of  the  man  to  think  only  of  his  own  political 
fortunes,  oblivious  to  the  havoc  that  an  incom¬ 
petent  Presidency  and  a  desperate  re-election 
campaign  would  wreak  on  people  such  as  Eliza¬ 
beth  Holtzman,  George  McGovern  and  countless 
other  more  or  less  decent  candidates  who  got 
dragged  down  in  the  morass. 

Carter’s  early  concession  was  greeted  with 
particular  anger  at  the  Oakland  headquarters  of 
U.S.  Representative  Ron  Dellums.  The  five-term 
Dellums,  the  only  radical  in  Congress  and  pos¬ 
sibly  its  most  consistently  pro-gay  member,  was 
given  a  scare  by  a  well-financed  last  minute  red¬ 
baiting  campaign  by  a  Republican  opponent  who 
would  have  done  Joe  McCarthy  proud.  He  was 
called  a  “third  generation  Stalinist,”  and  gory 
radio  commercials  tried  to  link  him  with  experi¬ 
mentation  on  aborted  fetuses.  Fortunately,  like 
Cardinal  Medeiros’  condemnation  of  Barney 
Frank  in  the  last  few  days  of  the  campaign,  such 
smear  tactics  galvanized  his  supporters  and  he 
won  with  over  55%  of  the  vote. 

We’re  going  to  need  people  like  Frank  and 
Dellums  in  the  difficult  years  ahead  —  at  a  time 
when  a  liberal  like  California  Senator  Alan 
Cranston  pumps  military  spending  in  order  to  win 
re-election,  and  Senator  Edward  Kennedy  spon¬ 
sors  S.B.  1722,  the  repressive  Criminal  Code 
“reform”  bill.  But  more  than  that  we’re  going  to 
need  each  other.

to  the  world  we’re 
all  the  same 

Editors,  Gay  Community  News : 

The  GCN  issue  for  1  November  arrived  on  19 
November,  that  of  6  December  on  2  December, 
and  that  of  22  November  on  4  December,  with 
intervening  issues  still  to  arrive.  Those  data  make 
for  considerable  conjecture  about  how  something 
in  a  later  issue  relates  to  something  in  an  earlier 
issue  still  to  be  read. 

Conjectures  were  particularly  raised  by  post¬ 
election  issues,  because  that  of  22  November  con¬ 
tains  some  of  the  most  arresting  comments  on  the 
post-election  scene  that  I  have  seen  anywhere.  I 
eagerly  await  the  comments  in  the  earlier  issues 
yet  to  be  seen. 

I  do  quarrel  with  one  reader  (22  Nov.)  who 
complains  about  lack  of  editorial-type  coverage 
for  what  the  writer  held  to  be  far  more  important 
than  news  stories  which  appeared.  Please  do  not 
let  that  complaint  faze  you.  I  want  to  continue  to 
see  the  variety  of  gay-oriented  news  items  which  I 
would  never  see  in  the  straight  press.  I  believe  that 
GCN  has  covered  quite  adequately  the  reaction¬ 
ary,  conservative  groups  which,  I  readily  admit, 
create  great  threats  which  we  must  uncover  and 
exorciate.  I  do  not  necessarily  think  that  we  need 
from  GCN  the  additional  critical  elucidation  tha' 
the  complaining  writer  apparently  wants.  We  can 
ourselves  furnish  warnings  and  anger  without  any 
trouble  at  all  —  every  knowledgeable  gay  is  well 
aware  of  the  threat  posed  by  such  groups;  we 
need  most  of  all  what  you  provide,  about  where 
they  are,  what  they  said,  and  what  the  apparent 
public  reaction  was.  That  you  do  very  well  and 
thanks. 

All  letters  to  the  editor  call  for  greater  unit> 
among  homosexuals  —  obviously  needed  —  but  • 
note  elements  of  divisiveness  in  the  letters  them¬ 
selves.  Divisiveness  could  be  lessened  by 
reduction  of  the  sexism  which  has  been  growing 
by  leaps  and  bounds  over  the  last  few  years  —  the 
unwillingness  of  female  homosexuals  even  to 
admit  a  common  cause  and  of  male  homosexuals 
to  cooperate  with  others  whose  lifestyles  or 
political  aims  may  seem  to  be  somewhat  dif¬ 
ferent. 

The  term  homosexual  has  a  sense  to  me  of 
being  clinical  and  I  therefore  prefer  gay,  not  in 
the  sense  of  sexual  activity  but  in  the  sense  of  an 
orientation  common  to  both  female  and  male. 

I  resent  the  feminist  homosexual  insistence  on 
being  solely  lesbian,  never  gay.  I  feel  rejected  and 
put  down  by  that  attitude,  and  I  really,  truly  want 
desperately  for  all  homosexuals  to  work  together 
because  society  in  general  does  not  discriminate 
against  us;  it  would  deny  to  every  last  one  of  us  — 
homosexual,  lesbian,  gay,  monogamous,  promis¬ 
cuous,  whatever  —  human,  constitutionally- 
guaranteed  rights.

no  picnic 

Dear  GCN, 

This  is  in  response  to  the  article  entitled,  “I  AM 
A  JEW,”  which  prompted  me  to  write  to  the 
GCN.  I  also  feel  that  the  times  ahead  will  be 
shaky  for  everyone;  but  they  will  be  no  shakier 
for  me  than  the  times  are  right  now. 

Being  a  triple  minority,  how  can  things  get 
worse?  As  a  black,  gay  woman,  life  has  been  no 
picnic.  I’ll  be  24  in  January,  (a  great  way  to  start 
off  the  New  Year,  already  one  year  older)  and 
honestly  feel  that  I  will  never  have  another  lover. 
Though  there  are  clubs,  social  outings,  bars,  etc., 
I  feel  acutely  out  of  place.  The  women  for  the 
most  part  are  young  (okay),  into  cliques 
(preppie),  going  with  someone  (beautiful);  they 
are  also  white. 

Now,  I  know  some  white  readers  will  not  like 
this  but,  there  are  some  of  us  (blacks)  who  are  just 
as  suspicious,  bigoted,  and  uncomfortable 
around  you  (whites)  as  vice  versa.  I  have  nothing 
against  whites  as  a  whole;  but  when  I  am  out  in  a 
club,  the  vast  majority  of  white  women  treat  the 
blacks  as  (1)  non-existing,  (2)  with  over-polite 
fearfulness,  (3)  or  with  downright  rudeness. 
Sure,  there  are  a  FEW  who  realize  that  we  are 
people,  but  some  of  these  few  are  so  afraid  their 
peers  will  sneer  at  them,  they  resort  to  #\. 

Some  of  my  friends  have  been  rebuffed  by 
white  women  simply  because  of  their  coloring. 
Really,  what  harm  is  there  in  letting  a  black 
woman  buy  you  a  drink  or  just  in  dancing  one, 
lousy  dance?  If  she  does  not  turn  you  on,  treat  her 
as  you  would  one  of  your  peers;  just  wander 
away.  Actions  speak  louder  than  words,  cruel 
words  sting  and  last  longer. 

I  have  been  in  gay  clubs  in  RI  and  in  MASS, 
where  just  walking  into  them  (the  clubs),  has 
made  the  hair  on  my  neck  rise.  What  is  wrong 
with  having  color?  I  have  color  and  brains, 
enough  of  the  latter  to  be  cautious  in  any 
endeavor.  Which  is  probably  the  reason  my  life  as 
an  active  lesbian  will  come  to  an  end  in  the  next 
few  years.  I  will  not  go  straight,  I  will  just  be 
alone . . . 

By  the  way,  I  see  some  sisters  in  the  clubs;  some 
with  other  sisters  (wonderful),  or  with  white 
women  (that’s  great,  too),  a  few,  who  like  some 
whites,  are  ignorant  mothers,  and  others  who  are 
alone. 

Maybe  I’ll  meet  one  of  those  “alone”  sisters  or 
even  a  white  woman  who  will  see  me  as  another 
woman... who  has  all  the  passion,  and  has 
known  the  pain  and  the  many  pleasures  of  being 
just  that. .  .ANOTHER  WOMAN.

deadline. 

Last  summer  Bell  and  the  right- 
wing  Citizens  for  the  Family  peti¬ 
tioned  to  place  on  the  November 
ballot  an  advisory  referendum 
seeking  to  ban  from  the  public 
libraries  publications  “whose 
primary  purpose  is  to  depict  or 
advocate  homosexual  acts.”  (see 
GCN  Vol.  8,  No.  4). 

On  November  4  voters  decided 
overwhelmingly  to  ban  such  pub¬ 
lications,  although  some  observers 
contended  that  the  wording  of  the 
advisory  referendum  did  not 
actually  include  Our  Own  (see 
GCN  Vol.  8,  No.  17). 

Following  the  referendum,  city 
council  decided  to  wait  for  the  re¬ 
sults  of  the  UUGC  lawsuit  before 
taking  any  action. 

Virginia  Beach  Mayor  Henry 
McCoy  told  GCN  that  Judge 
Clarke’s  decision  “was  probably 
along  the  lines  the  city  and  the 
library  board  were  trying  to  go  — 
this  was  more  or  less  a  compro¬ 


mise. 

Asked  by  GCN  if  he  expected 
city  council  to  take  action  follow¬ 
ing  the  decision,  McCoy  said, 
“Probably  not.  You  see,  it’s  not 
settled  yet. 

“I  imagine  that  we’ll  still  get 
some  pressure  from  the  fundamen¬ 
talist  churches,  but  I  would  as¬ 
sume  [city  council]  would  still  pre¬ 
fer  to  hold  off  until  a  definite 
decision  by  the  courts. 

“It  will  probably  prolong  us  ac¬ 
tually  acting  on  the  referendum 
that  was  passed,”  McCoy  pre¬ 
dicted. 

Several  local  lesbian  and  gay 
leaders  said  they  were  not  sur¬ 
prised  by  the  Clarke  decision. 

“Nothing  has  really  changed 
that  much,”  said  UUGC  activist 
and  Our  Own  staff  member  Jayr 
Ellis.  “But  1  hope  our  loss  will 
show  people  that  we  still  do  have  a 
right  to  continue. 

“This  is  over  a  publication.

Men  Here  Support  DC  Demo

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  A  group 
of  a  dozen  feminist  men,  of 
OASIS  and  the  Men’s  Coalition 
Against  Militarism  (MCAM), 
demonstrated  on  Monday 
morning,  November  17,  at  the 
Draper  Laboratories  in 
Cambridge  in  support  of  the 
Women’s  Action  Against  Mil¬ 
itarism  at  the  Pentagon  in 
Washington,  D.C.  on  November 
16  and  17. 

These  dozen  men  picketed  with 
signs  reading  “Humanize  the 
Tough  Guys”  and  “Disarm  the 
Patriarchy,”  passed  out  fliers  to 
arriving  Draper  workers  ex¬ 
plaining  why  the  protesters  were 
there,  and  closed  with  an  energy 
circle  and  healing  ritual  for  the 
earth. 

Three  reasons  for  this  anit- 
militarism  action  were  given  by 
Rick  Cotroneo,  a  planner  of  the 
demonstration:  “We  wanted  to 
show  that  there  is  a  group  of  men 
in  support  of  the  women’s 
Pentagon  action,  to  push  men  in 
the  left  more  towards  a  feminist 
analysis,  and  to  expand  the  issues 
and  concerns  that  gay  men  face.” 

Particular  emphasis  was  placed, 
in  the  demonstrators’  written 
literature,  on  how  “the  masculine 
values  of  aggression,  disregard  for 
life,  and  strict  hierarchy  are  at  the 
roots  of  militarism.” 

Cotroneo  expounded  on  this 
theme:  “It  is  real  special  that  we, 
as  men,  in  the  face  of  this 
masculine  institution  [Draper],  say 
that  we  are  repudiating  conven-

tional  masculinity  and  seeing  it  as 
an  underlying  cause  of  much 
human  suffering.  Further,  we  are 
saying  that  we  are  actively 
redefining  our  maleness  and 
reclaiming  our  nurturing  gentle 
selves.” 

The  Draper  Laboratories  were 
chosen  as  the  site  for  this 
demonstartion  against  militarism, 
according  to  the  flier  distributed 
by  OASIS  and  MCAM,  because 
Draper  “does  extensive  work,  in 
research  and  development  for  the 
military.  ...  By  challenging  the 
work  done  at  Draper  we  are 
directly  challenging  the  work  of 
the  Pentagon.” 

The  concluding  healing  ritual 
for  the  earth  consisted  of  the 
planting  of  a  sacred  stone,  a  stone 
with  a  hole  in  its  middle  which 
symbolizes  a  vision  for  a  new  era, 
and  the  reading  of  a  short  text. 
The  healing-oriented  reading 
stressed  the  transformations  of 
energy  that  need  to  happen  to  save 
the  earth:  “Transform  this  temple 
of  death  into  life.  Transform  this 
violent  rage  into  nurturing 
strength.” 

Draper  security  personnel  and 
photographers  were  out  in  force 
throughout  the  two-hour-long 
demonstration.  Two  Cambridge 
police  vehicles  were  also  called  by 
the  Draper  Laboratories  but  there 
was  no  conflict,  only  warnings,  as 
the  protestors  chose  not  to  cross 
over  onto  Draper  property  from 
their  positions  on  the  Broadway 
sidewalk.

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That  doesn’t  mean  that  they’re  not 
going  to  start  crying  out  next 
about  gay  bars,  cruising  spots, 
even  lesbian  and  gay  meetings.  I 
really  feel  that  they  could  take  it 
farther. 

“Each  victory  is  going  to  push 
them  further  on.  We  have  to  get  in 
there  and  dig  a  little  harder.  We 
have  to  get  over  our  own  apathy 
and  get  down  to  work.” 

Chan  Kendrick,  executive 
director  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  of  Virginia,  which 
is  supporting  the  UUGC  in  its  suit, 
told  GCN  he  was  not  surprised  at 
the  decision.  “I  think  we  expected 
to  lose  the  first  round.” 

Kendrick  added  that  if  the 
UUGC  loses  in  the  full  trial  next 
March,  “We’ll  probably  prepare 
to  go  to  the  Fourth  Circuit  Court 
of  Appeals.” 

UUGC  activists  Early  and  Ellis 
both  reported  that  a  last-minute 
affadavit  by  Virginia  Beach 
Library  Director  Marcie  Sims, 
filed  one  day  before  the  December 
19  hearing,  appeared  to  play  a  sig¬ 
nificant  part  in  Clarke’s  decision. 
Early  recalled  that  Clarke  referred 
to  Sims’  statement  that  “some 
months  prior  to  the  removal  of 
Our  Own  from  distribution,  all 
other  similar  kinds  of  material  had 
been  removed,  which  meant  that 
ours  was  the  last  of  a  kind.” 

Ellis  recalled  that  Clarke  men¬ 
tioned  Sims’  statement  that  “this 
had  always  been  a  procedure,  but 
that  the  libraries  had  made  an 
error  in  continuing  to  allow  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Our  Own.” 

A  high-level  source  within  the 
Virginia  Beach  Library  system  told 
GCN  the  source  could  not  recall 
any  removal  of  distribution 
materials  apart  from  Our  Own. 
“Then  once  this  whole  thing  got 
underway  [pressure  from  area 
fundamentalists  for  removal  of 
Our  Own\,  we  were  warned  by  the 
city  attorney  not  to  make  any 
changes,  because  then  it  would 
look  really  fishy,”  GCN’s  source 
added. 

Asked  what  the  library’s  current 
distribution  policy  is,  Sims  told 
GCN,  “Yes,  we  have  multiple 
copies  of  brochures  and  leaflets 
available,  but  that  policy,  too,  is  in 
a  state  of  flex  at  the  moment,  be¬ 
cause  we’ve  discovered  that  we  are 
unable  to  ah  —  there  are  a  lot  more 
subtleties  to  the  policy  than  we  had 
originally  envisioned,  so  we  have 
that  under  consideration,  too. 

“The  whole  thing  will  probably 
be  changed,”  Sims  predicted.

Washing  is  doubly  important  since  even  in 
the  absence  of  syphilis  and  gonorrhea,  other  sexually 
transmitted  germs  can  cause  infections  such  as  NGU 
(nongonococcal  urethritis)  or  NSU  (non-specific 
urethritis). 

If  lubricants  are  involved  in  the  sex  act,  use 
watersoluble  preparations  that  will  wash  away.  Do 
not  use  an  oil  base  that  will  leave  a  film  to  trap  the 
germs. 

NOTE:  The  foreskin  that  covers  the  head  of  the 
penis  may  trap  germs  which  can  cause  infections. 
Therefore,  special  attention  should  be  given  to 
washing  the  uncircumcised  penis. 

When  vaccines  against  gonorrhea  and  syphilis 
will  have  been  developed,  personal  hygiene  will  re¬ 
main  necessary  to  prevent  other  sexually  transmitted 
diseases.  For  example:  A  gonorrhea  vaccine  will  not 
prevent  approximately  half  of  the  reported  cases  of 
male  urethritis  which  are  not  gonorrhea.

HYGIENE  FOR  MALE  AND  FEMALE 

Infectious  germs  which  are  always  found  in  the 
lower  digestive  tract  may  be  transmitted  from  the  rec¬ 
tum  during  certain  sex  activities.  Among  the 
dangerous  germs  present  may  be  the  virus  which 
causes  hepatitis,  and  parasites  which  cause  gastro¬ 
intestinal  disorders  if  they  enter  the  mouth  (anal-oral 
route). 

The  mucous  membranes  of  the  genito-urinary 
system  are  highly  susceptible  to  infection  by  some  of 
these  germs  from  the  rectum.  For  example:  As  a 
result  of  careless  wiping  from  rectum  toward  vagina 
by  the  female  after  toilet,  germs  are  easily  spread  to 
the  vagina  where  they  may  cause  infections,  and  from 
which  they  may  be  transmitted  during  vaginal,  as  welt 
as  rectal,  intercourse.  Therefore,  females  must  not 
wipe  in  the  direction  of  rectum  to  vagina. . . 

Personal  hygiene  before  and  after  sex  can  be 
greatly  aided  by  the  bidet,  a  low  bathroom  fixture, 
designed  to  facilitate  washing  for  disease  prevention 
and  proper  cleansing  after  toilet.  Not  everyone,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  has  been  adequately  informed  as  to  the  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  bidet;  it  is  not  found,  for  instance,  in 
homes  or  hotels  in  the  United  States,  whereas  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  it  is  widely  used  and  signifi¬ 
cant  to  personal  hygiene.

Liberation  means  freedom 
from  something  as  well  as  for 
something.  The  freedom  is 
from  straight  expectations, 
which  Pat  Kuras  exuberantly 
dismisses,  and  which  M.F. 
Hershman  and  Gary  Ralph 
have  fun  with  —  reimagining 
for  themselves  what  Society 
imagines  when  it  imagines  the 
unimaginable:  gay  existence. 
Then  gay  liberation  releases 
us  for  something.  No  reason 
that  what  it  releases  us  for  need 
be  the  same  for  both  lesbians 
and  gay  men!  A  man’s  fantasy 
life  is  supposed  to  center  on 
woman.  In  changing  that,  gay 
liberation  may  have"  released  a 
new  “drench  dream,”  as 
Charley  Shively  calls  it  — 
inspired  by  early  erotic  ex¬ 
perience.  Aesthetic  experience 
—  of  a  torso  in  the  Fogg  Art 
Museum  —  can  serve  as  well  to 
construct  the  dream!  (George 
Knuepfel)  Where  the  freedom 
for  gay  me  lies,  however,  there 
lies  too  the  challenge:  unless  we 
are  able  to  entertain  our  fan¬ 
tasies  with  a  sense  of  humor 
(Walta  Borawski),  or  diminish 
the  “hallucinatory  particled 
night”  with  Clover  Chango’s 
androgynous  siren’s  laugh  — 
we  are  likely  to  be  imprisoned 
by  them,  as  one  or  two  parties 
are  in  “Your  Image”  (Rol 
Risska). 

Objects  of  fantasy  —  particu¬ 
larly  men’s  fantasies  —  women 
have  always  been.  What  a  relief 
to  be  done  with  that\  Hence  the 
gusto  with  which  Jane  Barnes 
lops  off  those  first  “18  years.” 
No,  for  women  the  challenge  is 
hardly  in  dream  —  but  in  the 
love  relationship  and  the 
enclave  it  provides  that  here 
women  celebrate  entering  into: 
with  humor  (Barnes),  street 
savvy  (Camille  Norton),  and 
quiet  reflection  (Robin  Becker).

For  some  reason  there  has  been 
a  hesitancy,  in  recent  gay  liter¬ 
ature,  to  write  about  relationships. 
I  mean  the  everyday  minutia  that 
people  go  through  to  get  through 
to  the  next  day  with  one  another. 
There  is  Kate  Millett’s  Sita  and 
George  Whitmore’s  The  Confes¬ 
sions  of  Danny  Slocum  but  be¬ 
cause  modem  gay  writing  is  just 
beginning  to  lay  its  own  ground¬ 
work,  much  of  it  is  from  a  broader 
social  perspective  rather  than 
examining  the  everyday  world. 
Both  News  Boy  and  A  Perfect  Re¬ 
lationship  attempt  —  in  different 
ways  —  to  address  our  day  to  day 
lives. 

A  Perfect  Relationship  by  Doric 
Wilson  is  a  social  comedy  con¬ 


cerned  with  the  dimensions  and 

boundaries  of  friendship  and  love: 
the  overlappings,  shortcomings, 
and  in/sufficiencies  of  each.  Ward 
and  Greg  share  a  Christopher 
Street  apartment.  They  are  def¬ 
initely  not  lovers  —  despite  every¬ 
one  else  making  the  assumption  — 
and  claim  that  their  friendship 
rests  on  having  nothing  in  com¬ 
mon:  no  hassles,  no  commitments, 
no  illusions,  no  disillusions,  no 
nothing.  Of  course  they  argue 
about  the  cooking,  cleaning,  laun¬ 
dry,  answering  the  door,  and 
going  shopping  just  like  any  set  of 
lovers. 

Into  their  lives  comes  Barry  — 
originally  a  trick  of  Ward’s  —  who 
decides  that  he  likes  the  apartment 
and  through  a  series  of  quick¬ 
witted  maneuvers  manages  to 
separate  Greg  and  Ward  and  in¬ 
stall  himself  in  their  space.  Coun¬ 
terpoint  to  all  of  this  is  the  running 
sub-plot  of  Murial,  the  woman 
Greg  and  Ward  sublet  from.  She 
makes  her  living  by  renting  apart¬ 
ments  and  then  subletting  them  at 
a  slightly  higher  rate.  She  also 
spends  most  of  her  time  arriving 
unannounced  with  her  straight- 
man  tricks  and  providing  a  run¬ 
ning  commentary  —  all  of  it  funny 
and  cogent  —  on  contemporary 
New  York  gay  life. 

Wilson  is  concerned  with  these 
men’s  lives:  what  their  needs  are, 
how  they  relate  to  one  another, 
what  the  quality  of  their  emotional 
worlds  are.  As  the  title  indicates, 
the  play  progresses  to  the  dis¬ 
covery  that  they  in  fact  —  despite 
all  their  remarks  to  the  contrary  — 
have  a  perfect  relationship.  But 
while  Wilson  is  focusing  upon 
these  aspects  of  gay  life,  he  is  never 
unaware  of  the  outside  world. 
Greg  and  Ward  have,  to  a  large  de¬ 
gree,  substituted  style  (be  it 
leather,  disco  dancing)  for  any 
consciously  chosen  relationship. 
Wilson  is  playing  close  to  the  Noel 
Coward  type  of  social  drawing 
room  comedy  (if  one  can  speak  of 
Greenwich  Village  apartments  as 
having  or  being  drawing  rooms) 
especially  Private  Lives.  But  while 
Coward  never  questions  the  worth 
or  implications  of  his  milieu, 
Wilson  is  constantly  peering 
around  social  corners,  wondering 
what’s  been  swept  beneath  the  rug 
that  everyone  is  so  gracefully  walk¬ 
ing  over. 

Murial  functions  asp^nixture  be¬ 
tween  a  Greek  chorus  and  Eve 


Arden.  Her  pithy  comments  on 
Greg  and  Ward’s  life  are  bitingly 
satiric.  Wilson  is  aware  of  the 
pluses  and  minuses  of  the  con¬ 
temporary  “gay  urban  lifestyle’’ 
and  the  effects  it  has  upon  people’s 
lives.  By  using  Murial  to  vocalize 
these  sentiments,  we  can  get  a  bit 
of  distance  and  the  criticism  is 
generous,  not  hostile.  Murial  is 
speaking  of  social  attitudes  that 
are  both  stereotypes  and  partially 
true  because  gay  people  (to 
varying  degrees)  conform  to  them; 
it  is  a  criticism  of  taking  “style” 
too  seriously. 

In  the  rush  to  respectability, 
there  was  the  urge  to  “clean  up” 
gay  images:  everyone  is  monog¬ 
amous;  no  one  has  any  real  prob¬ 
lems;  we’re  all  just  like  straight 
people.  Wilson  has  no  part  of  this 
and  Greg  and  Ward’s  “lifestyles” 
are  not  criticized  per  se.  As  in  Wil¬ 
son’s  The  West  Street  Gang,  the 
outre  diversity  of  gay  fantasies  and 
styles  is  seen  as  a  strength  when 
contrasted  to  the  boring,  predict¬ 
able  straight  people.  Murial  is  the 
crazy  exception  that  proves  that 
her  string  of  psychotic,  boorish, 
and  dumb  boyfriends  are  the  rule. 

Wilson  has  said:  “I  use  comedy 
to  make  people  understand  and 
love  people  they  usually  hate  .’’It’s 
clear  in  A  Perfect  Relationship 
that  he  views  the  main  characters 
and  their  lives  with  an  affec¬ 
tionate,  yet  careful,  eye.  It’s  a 
carefully  engineered  piece  of  cul¬ 
tural  criticism  and  social  comedy. 

If  A  Perfect  Relationship  re¬ 
minds  of  Private  Lives,  Arch 
Brown’s  News  Boy  brings  to  mind 
one  of  the  Oscar  Wilde  comedies 
like  An  Ideal  Husband  or  Lady 
Windermere’s  Fan.  Like  Wilde’s 
plays,  there  is  a  political  intrigue 
that  moves  the  plot  along. 

In  News  Boy  there  is  a  political 
campaign  of  a  woman  who  has 
come  out  against  pornography  and 
homosexuality.  The  play  shows 
what  happens  when  the  press  finds 
out  that  her  son  is  gay. 

Like  Wilde,  Brown  is  more  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  tension  between 
the  private  and  public  spheres, 
then  charting  the  course  of  a  politi¬ 
cal  scandal.  News  Boy,  like  A 
Perfect  Relationship  begins  with 
two  roommates  Bill  and  Hank. 
Hank’s  ex-prep  school  roommate 
Tim  turns  up  on  a  Friday  night. 
Hank  is  out  and,  with  Bill,  Tim 
resolves  most  of  his  coming  out 


problems.  But  the  problems  are 
just  beginning  when  Tim’s  socially 
prestigious  mother  begins  to  run 
for  Congress. 

The  real  story  here  is  not  the 
political  one,  but  rather  it  is  con¬ 
cerned  with  Tim’s  coming  out  and 
gaining  a  strong  hold  upon  who  he 
is  and  what  he  wants  to  be.  As 
Murial  counterpoints  the  plot 
antics  in  the  Wilson  play,  two 
lovers  —  Red  and  Milton,  friends 
of  Bill  —  play  against  Tim ’s  di¬ 
lemma  in  News  Boy.  Milton  is  a 
politico  lawyer  who’s  group  has 
backed  Tim’s  mother  until  her 
homophobia  hits  the  media.  He 
immediately  takes  a  stand  against 
her  and  demands  that  Tim  do  like¬ 
wise.  This,  obviously,  causes  some 
conflict  within  Tim,  and  with  his 
relationship  with  Bill. 

While  they  are  not  the  main 
characters,  Red  and  Milton  pro¬ 
vide  some  of  the  most  interesting 
interactions  in  the  play.  This  is 
partially  due  to  their  more  ad¬ 
vanced  relationship  which  con¬ 
tains  more  texture  and  depth  than 
Tim  and  Bill’s.  Their  fight  and 
make-up  scene  in  Act  Two  has 
enormous  feelings  and  truth 
behind  it. 

Brown  deftly  turns  the  light 
comedy  he  begins  with  into  a 
serious  drama  (with  light  touches). 
His  plotting  is  sure  and  firm,  and 
he  makes  the  political  scandal  sub¬ 
plot  (which  is  sort  of  predictable) 
moving  enough  to  carry  the  play 
through.  He  is  less  concerned  than 
Wilson  exposing  the  twists  and 
turns  of  gay  life  and  style,  but  fully 
able  to  present  a  realistic  script  of 
contemporary  urban  gay  life.  In  a 
theater  that  has  almost  always  ig¬ 
nored  gayness,  this  documentation 
is  a  delight  in  itself. 

Both  News  Boy  and  A  Perfect 
Relationship  share  almost  identi¬ 
cal  casts.  Teri  Sheridan  is  a  stand¬ 
out  as  the  crazy  subletter,  Murial, 
and  as  Tim’s  politically  motivated 
mother.  Brandon  Conners  does  a 
fine  job  as  Red  (although  it  takes 
an  awfully  long  time  to  come 
around  liking  him)  but  his 
portrayal  of  the  discoing  Greg 
shows  a  more  complex  piece  of 
acting.  Mackenzie  Lee  solos  as  the 
leatherman  Ward  (by  day  a  high 
school  accounting  teacher)  and 
this  dual  persona  highlights  the 
play’s  obsession  between  style  and 
content.  Adam  Caparell  plays  Bill 
a  little  too  sweetly,  but  he  is  suit-

As  a  political  film  with  a 
message  designed  to  raise  con- ' 
sciousness  and  mobilize  office 
workers  to  organize,  9  to  5  just 
doesn’t  make  it.  But  as  a  light 
comedy  about  secretaries,  this  new 
film  is  quite  amusing  at  times. 

The  film  begins  with  the  prom¬ 
ising  cast  of  Lily  Tomlin,  Dolly 
Parton  and  Jane  Fonda.  It  is  rare 
that  center  stage  is  equally  shared 
by  three  people  and  even  more 
unusual  to  have  it  be  three  women. 
Tomlin,  Parton  and  Fonda  all 
come  alive  in  their  characters  and 
are  extremely  entertaining. 

Fonda’s  role  is  less  typecast  than 
the  others  as  she  plays  naive  Judy 
Bernly,  a  newly  divorced  woman 
who  takes  the  first  job  of  her  life  as 
a  secretary  for  Consolidated 


To  5:  The  Politics  of  Fantasy 


Dolly  Parton,  Jane  Fonda  and  Lily  Tomlin  tie  their  boss,  Dabney  Coleman,  to  his  bed  in  9  To  5 


Companies.  It  is  there  that  she 
meets  her  supervisor  Violet 
Newstead,  played  by  Lily  Tomlin, 
a  divorced  woman  with  four 
children  and  twelve  years  of 
seniority  but  who,  like  many 
women,  never  is  allowed  to  shift 
gears  on  the  career  ladder.  Violet  is 
clearly  the  one  with  innovative 
ideas  for  the  company  but  the 
inept  boss,  Mr.  Hart,  gives  her  no 
credit  for  her  work  and  instead 
constantly  asks  her  to  perform 
duties  outside  her  job  description 


such  as  getting  him  coffee  or 
buying  presents.  Dolly  Parton 
plays  Doralee  Rhodes,  the  boss’ 
personal  secretary  who  puts  up 
with  daily  come-ons  from  her  boss 
because  she  is  afraid  of  losing  her 
job. 

The  film  opens  with  a  lot  of 
potential  and  then  slowly  evolves 
into  a  slapstick  Hollywood 
comedy.  After  the  three  women 
form  an  alliance  against  their  boss, 
they  get  stoned  on  marijuana  and 
fantasize  about  what  they  would 


like  to  do  to  Mr.  Hart.  This  idea 
was  inspired  by  Colin  Higgins,  one 
of  the  screenwriters,  who  asked  a 
group  of  secretaries  from  the 
Cleveland  chapter  of  the  National 
Association  of  Office  Workers  if 
they  ever  fantasized  about  doing 
their  boss  in.  Elaborate  and 
suggestive  ideas  were  shared  by 
these  women. 

The  fantasies  in  the  film  are 
hilarious  and  ones  that  anyone 
who  has  had  an  oppressive  boss 
can  identify  with.  Fonda’s  fantasy 


was  the  most  violent  of  the  three, 
during  which  she  dressed  up  in  an 
outfit  resembling  a  combination  of 
a  girlscout  and  guerilla  fighter  and 
threatened  her  boss  with  a  gun. 
The  other  fantasies  were  less 
violent  and  more  comical.  The 
three  women  inadvertently  live  out 
their  fantasies  which  leads  us 
through  a  series  of  mishaps  which 
result  in  Mr.  Hart’s  absence  from 
the  office  for  six  weeks. 

Fonda  clearly  supports  the  idea 
of  workers  organizing  to  improve 
their  working  conditions,  but  this 
concept  does  not  really  develop  in 
a  politicized  form.  Speaking  at  a 
press  conference  prior  to  the 
Boston  premiere  of  9  to  5,  she 
says,  “When  a  woman  or  man 
working  in  an  office  try  to  do 
something  all  by  themselves,  they 
risk  losing  their  job  and  that  is  the 
importance  of  organizing.  It’s 
when  women  or  men  office 
workers  get  together  in  an 
association,  in  a  union  or  whatever 
kind  of  structured  organization 
they  choose,  approach  manage¬ 
ment  and  make  demands  that  they 
win.  .  .  and  they  will  win.”  Fonda 
predicts  that,  “the  eighties,  I 
think,  is  going  to  see  a  tremendous

The  Humans  Cut  A  New  Sound 


In  it,  the  quizzical  narrator  lists 
conflicting  sexual  messages  of  our 
own  culture  and  some  from  China. 
The  song  challenges  the  notion  of 
any  single  correct  view  of  sexuality. 
This  is  what  the  gay  movement  is 
about  and  this  song  would  make  a 
fitting  anthem. 

There  is  a  humor  and  breadth 
of  vision  in  the  way  the  Humans 
view  sex.  It  is  basic  (“Dick  and 
Jane”),  unbelievable  (“Umba 
Umba”),  strange  (“Dolls”),  filled 
with  struggle  (“Marone  Moan”), 
and  graceful  (“Guardian  Angel”). 
They  have  even  written  an  ode  to 
anal  intercourse  (“Butt  Fuck”) 
which,  while  not  included  on  this 
album,  has  been  well  received  at 
their  live  gigs. 

Messages  aside,  this  music  is 
fun.  Centered  in  the  pop/rock 
idiom,  this  new  music  can  sound 
of  the  fifties,  sixties,  and  new 
wave.  The  scale-strutting  bass  is 
driving  and  danceable.  Shifting 
rhythms  and  extensive  syncopa¬ 
tion  create  a  trippy,  gripping  feel. 
The  harmonies  (there  are  four 
vocalists)  are  hypnotic  and  clever. 
Lead  singer  Larry  Bangor’s  honey 
croon  can  implore,  command  and 
caress  at  the  same  time. 

The  first  side  is  exuberant  and 
quick  paced.  The  only  non-original 
song  is  a  cover  of  the  Capitols’ 
“Cool  Jerk.”  The  song,  never  one 
of  my  favorites,  sounds  fresh  and 
newly  suggestive. 

The  entire  second  side  is  tre¬ 
mendous.  Beginning  with  the 
propulsive,  “What  Does  Sex  Mean 
To  Me,”  the  vitality  of  the  music 
is  sustained  throughout.  “Marone 
Moan”  begins  tenderly  and  takes 
off,  ending  with  a  streaming  two- 
chord  wail.  “Unba  Unlba”  is  a 
jungle  chant  of  childlike  rhymes 
erupting  into  a  cyclorama  of 
sound.  Finally,  the  majestic  and 
ominous  “Anne  Frank  Story” 
stalks  the  senses.  Its  ending  har¬ 
monies  are  reminiscent  of  the 
early,  haunting  songs  of  Aztec 
Two-Step  and  leaves  you  waiting 
for  Human  Sexual  Response’s 
next  release.

Elton  John  and  Janis  lan  and  a 
number  of  other  musicians  have 
come  out  as  gay  through  the  press. 
For  the  most  part  it  has  had  little 
effect  on  their  music.  Cris  William¬ 
son  came  out  through  her  music 
and  used  her  lesbianism  to  fuel  her 
music  auu  iind  her  audience.  On 


the  strength  of  that  success,  she 
decided  her  music  could  appeal  to 
everyone  and  on  her  second  album 
eliminated  any  explicit  references 
to  her  sexuality. 

Human  Sexual  Response  makes 
no  proud  announcements  on  their 
first  album,  Figure  14,  but  the 
band  certainly  speaks  to  gay  peo¬ 
ple.  The  energetic  and  eclectic  Hu-, 
mans  have  played  in  our  com¬ 
munity  (at  the  1270  and  at  Bud¬ 
dies)  and  the  new  album  repeatedly 
touches  on  thoughts  and  images 
that  are  a  part  of  the  gay  sensi¬ 
bility. 

Jackie  Onassis,  camp  queen  and 


former  First  Lady,  is  finally  im¬ 
mortalized  in  the  song  bearing  her 
name: 

I  want  to  be  Jackie  Onassis 

I  want  to  wear  a  pair  of  dark 
sunglasses. . . 

I  want  bodyguards  all  around 

I’m  anxious  to  avoid  an  auto¬ 
graph  hound 

(“Jackie  Onassis”  by  Bangor/

A  visit  is  paid  to  Anne  Frank  as 
she  hides  from  the  Nazis  (“Anne 
Frank  Story”)  raising  the  dreaded 
question,  “Is  Nazi  camp?

Maria  Manhattan: 

The  Box  Lunch 

At  70  Wooster  St.  (SoHo),  New 
York  through  December  21. 

Gustav  Klimt/Egon  Schiele 

At  the  Galerie  St.  Etienne, 
24  W  57th  St.,  New  York, 
through  December  27.

Which  “major  art  event”  in  New 
York  revolves  around  an  eating 
experience,  honors  39  prominent 
people  in  women’s  history,  has  a 
floor  containing  the  names  of 
hundreds  more  women  in  history, 
was  the  work  of  a  number  of 
people,  but  was  commandeered  by 
one  strongwilled  female  force?  — 
Right,  Maria  Manhattan.  Her 
exhibit  is  called  “The  Box 
Lunch.”  There  are,  needless  to 
say,  a  few  similarities  to  another 
show  currently  getting  much 
attention  at  the  Brooklyn  Museum 
of  Art. 

Maria  Manhattan  minces  no 
words.  In  her  pamphlet  accom¬ 
panying  the  exhibition  she  writes: 
In  the  beginning  I  was  just 
another  self-centered  artist.  And 
then  I  beheld  a  vision.  And  lo,  a 
sign  was  given  unto  me.  And  the 
sign  said,  “Look  Maria,  already 
you’re  in  your  30’s.  You’re  a 
good  artist,  but  recognition  wise 
you’re  still  on  the  other  side  of 
the  tracks.  Captilize  on  a  move¬ 
ment!  Jump  on  the 


bandwagon!”  And  lo,  I 
conceived  the  concept  for  The 
Box  Lunch. 

The  39  guests  are  “women  of 
dubious  distinction.”  The  likes  of 
Evita  Peron,  Lucy  Ricardo, 
Gloria  Vanderbilt,  Lot’s  wife, 
Judy  Chicago,  Lassie  and  Dale 
Evans  are  represented  by  indiv¬ 
idualized  cardboard  box  lunches 
arranged  on  tables  in  the  shape  of 
a  rectangle.  The  “More-than-a- 
Floor”  is  made  of  kitchen 
linoleum  tiles  with  women’s 
names  written  in  magic  marker. 

The  cardboard  lunchbox  is  the 
recurring  theme  throughout.  The 
Joan  of  Arc  box  lunch  is  a  stand 
with  a  tiny  wood  bonfire.  Tied  to 
the  stake  is  what  looks  to  be  a 
laminated  french  fry.  Edie  Beale 
(famous  Jackie  O.  cousin  and 
eccentric  star  of  “Grey  Gardens”) 
has  a  box  transformed  into  a 
likeness  of  her  decrepit  Long 
Island  mansion.  On  the  floor  of 
the  house  is  one  of  Edie’s 
occasional  lunches  .  .  .  dry  cat 
food.  Greta  Garbo’s  box  lunch  is 
hiding  under  the  table  cloth 
“runner.” 

After  having  seen  The  Dinner 
Party  by  Judy  Chicago,  one 
experiences  a  certain  sting  when 
viewing  The  Box  Lunch.  Maria 
Manhattan  is  making  fun  of  a 
movement  that  doesn’t  find  too 
much  to  laugh  at,  especially  in 
regard  to  itself.  Manhattan’s  box 


lunch  exhibit  sits  itself  on  the 
borderline  between  humor  and 
antagonism. 

Gustav  Klimt  and  Egon  Schiele 
were  a  virtual  two-man  movement 
introducing  overt  sexuality  into 
the  iconography  of  European  art. 
Klimt  passed  through  historical 
genre  painting  to  a  central  place  in 
the  Germanic  branch  of  the  Art 
Nouveau  movement.  Itself  an 
erotically  charged  reaction  to  the 
sexless  innocence  of  Victorian  art. 
Art  Nouveau  was  merely  a 
springboard  from  which  Klimt 
proceeded  to  create  swirling 
patterns  of  gold  and  rich  colors 
around  his  heady  nudes. 

Schiele  came  to  Klimt’s  notice 
as  a  young  man  and  soon  became 
the  older  artist’s  student;  he  felt  a 
spiritual  debt  to  Klimt  so  strong 
that  one  of  his  greatest  paintings 
was  devoted  to  their  relationship. 
Schiele  took  up  Klimt’s  sexual 
imagery  and  went  even  farther  in 
his  explicit  expression  of  sexual 
themes.  This  aspect  of  his  work 
was  to  cost  him  dearly. 

In  1912,  at  the  age  of  22,  Schiele 
wac  imprisoned  for  24  days  on  a 
combination  of  trumped-up 
charges  involving  seduction  of  a 
minor  and  corruption  of  youth  (he 
left  his  erotic  drawings  lying 
around  the  studio  where  his 
models,  some  of  them  children, 
could  see  them).  During  his  time 


in  prison  he  had  occasion  to  re¬ 
flect  on  the  place  of  the  erotic  in 
his  art.  In  his  journal  he  wrote,  “I 
believe  that  man  must  suffer  from 
sexual  torture  as  long  as  he  is 
capable  of  sexual  feelings.” 
During  this  period  a  series  of 
paintings  entitled  “Die 
Selbstseher”  (“The  Self-Seers”) 
led  to  an  obsession  with  self¬ 
portraiture.  Schiele,  using  a  full- 
length  mirror,  produced  a  series 
of  nude  self-portraits  showing 
himself  masturbating  and  in 
contorted  positions.  He  developed 
a  certainty  of  line  that  stayed  with 
him  through  his  changing  choice 
of  subject  matter,  but  was  most 
effectively  exploited  in  his  most 
sexually-fraught  works:  his  male 
and  female  nudes,  and  pictures  of 
straight  and  lesbian  couples 
(lesbiana  was  a  popular  form  of 
erotica  for  heterosexual  con¬ 
sumption  during  this  rabidly 
Freudian  era).

ably  unctuous  as  the  conniving 
Barry.  The  surprise  switch  of  the 
two  plays  is  Charles  Stramiello, 
first  as  the  impassioned  lawyer  in 
News  Boy,  and  then  a  mute, 
psychotic  cabbie  (one  of  Murial’s 
boyfriends)  in  A  Perfect  Rela¬ 
tionship.

The  present  exhibition  provides 
a  rare  opportunity  to  see  a  wide 
selection  of  works  by  Klimt  and 
Schiele;  most  of  the  paintings  and 
drawings  are  in  private  col¬ 
lections.  The  works  assembled  are 
all  ones  that  have  passed  through 
the  hands  of  the  late  Otto  Kallir, 
who  over  a  span  of  60  years 
worked  hard  to  champion  the  two 
artists  both  in  Europe  and 
America.  The  show  emphasizes 
Schiele,  and  presents  some  of  his 
major  works,  such  as  the  Gug¬ 
genheim’s  “Portrait  of  an  Old 
Man  (Johann  Harms),”  alongside 
some  of  his  more  intriguing 
portraits  and  his  “Self-Portrait  as 
St.  Sebastian.”  The  latter  plays  on 
a  theme  that  has  obsessed  gay 
male  artists  from  Guido  Reni  to 
Francis  Bacon,  and  places  Schiele 
in  an  historic  progression  of  the 
exploration  of  sexuality  in 
painting  that  has  traditionally 
transcended  sexual  orientation.

Changing  The  Card  System

Recently  my  sother  (significant 
other)  picked  me  up  after  work 
and  we  drove  to  Harvard  Square  in 
Cambridge,  a  congested,  over¬ 
crowded  area  at  the  best  of  times, 
but  during  the  last  couple  of  weeks 
before  Christmas,  it  seems  like  the 
inside  of  a  turned-on  food  pro¬ 
cessor.  The  streets  are  narrow  and 
go  only  in  one  direction  —  the 
wrong  one.  Parking  is  an  unlikely 
achievement,  yet  on  that  day,  we 
parked  easily.  I  felt  encouraged. 

Some  people  make  pilgrimages 
to  Lourdes  where  the  halt  and 
lame  are  healed.  Others  have 
gone  to  Canterbury.  My  sother 
and  I  go  on  our  annual  pilgrimage 
to  the  Harvard  Coop  to  do  some 
-  of  our  Christmas  shopping.  It  is 
one  of  our  “family”  traditions. 
Conservative  bastion  though  it 
may  be,  the  Coop  has  a  nice  feel 
about  it.  The  things  you  want  to 
locate  are  always  in  the  same  area, 
year  after  year.  I  know  where  to 
find  what  I  want  to  buy,  even  if  I 
can’t  afford  to  buy  it.  There  is  a 
perverse  comfort  in  that  perennial 
certainty.  In  this  world  of  the 
constantly  “new  improved,”  it  is 
good  for  my  weary  soul  to  find 
that  some  things  never  change  — 
except  for  the  prices. 


So,  we  make  our  way  to  the 
Coop.  I  go  downstairs  to  the  toy 
department  and  stare  in  awe  at  the 
bewildering  array  of  plush  animals 
tucked  into  the  tiny  space  the 
Coop  allows  for  such  incon¬ 
sequential  items.  I  scrutinize  just 
about  every  single  teddy  bear, 
hippopotamus  and  pig,  but  I  buy 
nothing.  This  is  not  the  time  to  buy 
things  for  me.  We  are  here  on 
more  serious  business.  My  sother 
has  her  own  fish  to  fry,  but  I  am 
here  to  gather  gifts  for  her. 

We  adhere  to  a  strict  code  of 
honor  in  these  matters.  I  buy  what 
I  want  and  she  does  not  look  or 
hang  over  my  shoulder  or  anything 
sneaky  like  that.  But  there  has 
always  been  an  awkward  difficulty 
for  me  at  the  Coop.  My.  sother  is  a 
permanent  member  of  the  Coop 
and  her  card  not  only  allows  her  to 
charge  her  purchases,  but  also 
provides  a  discount  which  she 
receives  every  fall  in  the  form  of  a 
check  for  a  percentage  of  the  total 
price  of  everything  she  has  bought 
in  the  past  fiscal  year.  I  can  use  her 
coop  number  and  pay  cash,  and  we 
will  get  the  same  discount  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  but  I  have  never 
been  able  to  use  the  charge  card. 

Normally  I  have  the  wit  to  bring 
the  contents  of  my  piggy  bank  with 


me  on  these  annual  junkets  to  the 
never-never-land  of  Cambridge, 
but  this  year  I  neglected  to  bring 
sufficient  cash.  What  to  do?  I 
asked  my  sother,  who  is  the  most 
cooperative  individual  under  the 
sun  (except  when  she  disagrees 
with  the  principle  of  the  thing,  and 
then  she  is  immovable),  if  I  could 
make  a  purchase  and  have  her  sign 
the  charge  slip  without  paying  any 
attention  to  what  was  written  on  it. 
She  agreed,  but  when  we  moved  to 
the  electronic  and  board  game 
center  upstairs,  she  decided  that 
she  wanted  me  to  have  signing 
privileges  on  her  card  —  you 
know,  like  husbands  and  wives 
and  stuff  like  that?  Off  she  went  to 
the  credit  office,  and  I  played  with 
an  electronic  pinball  machine  till 
my  eyes  crossed  following  the  red 
dot  that  was  supposed  to  represent 
the  ball. 

Back  she  came  looking  like  a 
winged  victory  with  clothes  on  or 
maybe  a  very  large  cat  that  had 
swallowed  a  buzzard.  Any  way, 
she  was  smiling.  “It’s  all  fixed,” 
she  said,  “you’re  signed  up. 
They’ll  send  you  a  card  of  your 
own.” 

I  believe  absolutely  in  my 
sother’ s  power  to  deal  with 
bureaucratic  claptrap.  She  has  a 


commanding  presence,  albeit  an 
exceedingly  polite  one,  and  gen¬ 
erally  she  prevails.  However,  I 
didn’t  expect  the  Coop  to 
capitulate  immediately,  without  so 
much  as  a  raised  eyebrow,  but 
apparently,  all  she  had  to  do  was 
request  that  I  be  allowed  to  use  her 
card.  As  with  all  such  legal  mat¬ 
ters,  she  was  compelled  to  fill  out  a 
form,  and  in  the  space  marked 
“relationship,”  she  wrote 
“significant  other.”  Without  a 
murmur,  the  Harvard  Cooperative 
Society  accepted  both  the  ter¬ 
minology  and  my  name  as  a  legal 
signatory. 

My  sother  commented,  “Times 
really  have  changed.  A  couple  of 
years  ago,  the  Coop  would  not 
have  done  that,  or  at  least  it 
wouldn’t  have  done  it  without  a 
battle.”  We  were  both  feeling  very 
high.  The  arch  conservative  Coop, 
symbol  of  Harvard  and  all  that 
Harvard  stands  for,  had  not  even 
blinked  at  what  was  so  obviously  a 
gay  maneuver.  Three  cheers  for 
us. 

By  the  way,  my  sother  and  I 
share  Master  Charge,  VISA  and 
Jordan  Marsh  cards  in  the  same 
“family”  manner.  There  was 
some  discussion  about  the  other 
cards,  though  nothing  particularly 


strenuous.  The  Coop,  contrary  to 
our  expectations,  was  the  easiest 
of  all.  We  acquired  the  other  joint 
cards  over  the  past  five  years.  The 
Coop  card  was  arranged  for  this 
year  and  perhaps  the  timing  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  ease  of  negotiation. 

I  seriously  doubt  that  the  Coop 
would  bend  its  regulations  for 
mere  money.  Economics  couldn’t 
compromise  the  Coop,  it  has  the 
richest  private  university  in  the 
country  behind  it.  The  Coop  is 
simply  paying  attention  to  the  way 
the  wind  blows.  Right  wing  take¬ 
over  of  the  government  or  not,  at 
the  living  level,  gay  is  good  enough 
to  share  the  bills,  and  gay  rela¬ 
tionships  are  finally  receiving 
recognition  as  both  viable  and 
permanent. 

My  sother  and  I  consider  our 
mutual  Coop  card  an  early 
Christmas  present,  not  from 
Harvard,  but  from  the  combined 
efforts  of  our  movement  over  a 
long,  difficult  period  of  time. 
Therefore  we  thank  our  comrades 
in  struggle  and  wish  everyone  a 
healthy,  prosperous  and  gay  New 
Year.

outburst  of  organizing  from  office 
workers,  ...  I  personally  think 
it’s  going  to  transform  the  face  of 
the  labor  movement  .  .  .  There’s 
going  to  be  a  ripple  effect  through¬ 
out  the  whole  labor  movement  be¬ 
cause  of  what  secretaries  are 
doing.” 

Although  Fonda  encourages 
workers  to  organize,  the  movie 
fails  to  adequately  reflect  this 
concept.  We  see  the  by-products 
that  result  from  long  hard 


organizing  such  as  day  care  for 
children  of  employees,  job  sharing 
plans  and  increased  worker  con¬ 
trol  in  an  office,  but  it  is  built  into 
a  fantasy.  Unlike  the  movie 
Norma  Rae  which  shared  the 
process  of  bitter  worker/manage¬ 
ment  clashes  and  the  nitty  gritty  of, 
union  organizing,  9  to  5  simply 
romanticizes  the  adventures  of 
three  office  workers  which  led  to 
progressive  changes  without 
talking  pragmatically  about  how 
changes  occur.  Perhaps  my 


expectations  were  elevated  because 
of  Fonda’s  previous  films,  The 
China  Syndrome  and  Coming 
Home,  which  were  much  stronger 
political  statements. 

Despite  this  disappointing 
aspect  of  thte  film,  9  to  5  was 
definitely  an  entertaining,  witty, 
escapist  film.  It  was  a  pleasure  to 
see  so  many  women  in  one  Holly¬ 
wood  film  and  the  absence  of  a 
“Prince  Charming.”  Lily  Tomlin 
and  Dolly  Parton  are  particularly 
delightful  in  their  roles.
